Quantity or Quality of the Humours. 

The reteative Faculty is the natural Tone 
of the Nerves, Membranes and nutritious 
Fibres, by the Animal Spirits, ſuch is the 
retentive Faculty of the Womb, Stomach 
and Bladder. | 

The Senſations are Motions on the Ani- 
mal Spirits, excited by outward Objects: The 
Paſſions are violent motions in the animal 
Spirits, and are moſt evident in the motions 
of the Heart, where they are ſaid to be. 

Voluntary motion is from the beginning 
of the Nerves, where the To 1594mornoy re- 
ſides ; and directs the motion, and the Bo- 
dy is but the Organ of the Soul, and is 
framed for its Operations in all Parts. 

The natural motion, as the Pulſe, Re- 
ſpiration and periſtaltic motion, depend on 
the conſtant Influx of the animal Spirits, and 


that depends on the Pulſe. 


_ The Notion of a Circulation was very 
ancient; but before Hippocrates and Plato's 


time *twas loſt ; yet there are ſome Paſſages

| Galen, 
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Galen, when he had reflected on the mo- 
tion in the Vena cava, the Valves on the 
Veſſels of the Heart and Arteries, and the 
bleeding in the Arteries, and their rife from 
the Heart, allows, that the Heart commu- 
nicates a florid Blood and Spirits thro* the 
Arteries to every part; but he was prejudi- 
ced by the Notion of the Parts attracting 
their Nutriment,as Plants do from the Veins 


which riſe from the Liver. And why might. 


he not aſſert Attraction, ſince he obſerved 
that in the Load-· ſtone? Thus the old Wri- 
ters proved the Attraction of the ſolid Parts; 
and the new Writers, the ArtraQtion of 
the Particles of the Fluids. That there is 
ſome Attraction by rarifying and evacuati- 
on of Humours is evident: If the Body be 
evacuated by Sweat, the Blood will come 
more towards the Skin, and its Capillaries, 
and leſs towards the inwards Parts; and if 
Evacuation happen in the Prime vie, the 
Blood will tend that way by the Preſſure of 
the external Air. If the Head or any part 
be over-heated, the Blood will tend that 
way where the Preſſure is leaft, and then 
much Seram will be evacuated by the 
Glands about the Head. The Attraction of 
the Load-ſtone is the Proof that one Solid 

may attract another. The Attraction of 
Water thro? a Pipe proves, that a Fluid may 


be attracted by our Mouth or a Syring; but 


the Attraction of two Fluids is not yet pro- 
ved; and the Attraction of the Load · ſtone is

only a fingle Inſtance of a particular Body. 


The Attraction by a Pipe is by external 
Preſſure; and ſuch is frequent in animal Bo- 
dies. The Evacuation empties ſome Veſ- 
ſels, and the Air in the next preſſes the Hu- 
mours into the empty Veſſels. So if we by a 
ſtimulating Medicine empty the Guts, the 
Bile preſſes from the Liver, and the Saccus 
Pancreaticus from the Glands, and the Maſs 
of the Nutriment from the Stomach. The 
inteſtinal Glands draw from the Arteries, 
and irritate their Motion that way, Air 
is firſt attracted and the Spirits, becauſe 
lighteſt, after them Water, then the Solids. 
?Tis Artrat#ion in appearance that gives the 
motion to Humours ; but that is really a 
Propulſion by the Force of the Circulatien or 
Irritation of the Organs, or external preſ- 
ſure of the A:mo/pbere. 

The Obſtruction in any Gland fills the 
Veſſels, and occaſions the Flux thro? other 
Glands; and we muſt allow the Suction of 
Air, Spittle or Urine, or any ſecretory Hu- 
mour 1s made by Evacuation, or the Rari- 
faction of any Humour in a Part, as by a 
Cupping-glals the Serum is drawn or prel- 
{ed from the cutaneous Glands; and in De- 
fluxion the phlegmatic Lympha is drawn or 
preſſed to the Head. 

_ Hippocrates mentions the motion of the 
Humours, as the Cauſe: of Diſeaſes ; pain 
from rarified Blood, Vertigo, Tenebricoſa 
ſrom Blood, tending to the Eyes; Apoplexy 
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for want of motion of the Blood; Cold and 


Rigour ſor want of motion; Delirium from 
too much motion of the Blood; Sopor for 
want of motion; in Defluxion the Serum is 
too much moved to the Head; in the So- 

he foments the Head with warm Wa- 
ter, till the Apoplectic and Soporom came to 


themſelves; he bathes the mad Perſons in 


Tepid Baths, to evacuate hot Humours and 
procure ſleep. 

In the following Chapters I ſhall prove, 
that all Diſeaſes are ſome animal motion al- 
tered from the Natural.

Secretions are altered, and thereby deprave 
the Secretions by ſtopping or irritating them. 
By the Nerves the Motion and Senſe is com- 
municated, and all Secretions are either ſtopt, 
deficient, 'or exceſſive; or depraved by the 
Quality of the ſecreted Humour, or nervous 
Affections, which are Convulſions, or debi- 
licy of Spirits, 1 in the Sphinttere Muſcles. 
The chief of the Secretion is thro? the 
Glands of the Brain into the Nerves, which 
are the immediate ſecretory Veſſels; and 
from them the Spirits move into the medula- 
ry part, where they produce the motion; in 
which Imagination, Judgment and Memory 
conſiſts, In the Organs of the Senſes the 
ſeveral'Senfations, in the Muſcles'the ſeveral 
natural and voluntary Motions ; the Natu- 
ral are perpetual as the motions of the Heart; 
the reſpiratory Muſcles, and the periſtaltic 
Motion, The voluntary depend on the Will

The Diſeaſe it ſelf 
is a depraved unnatural motion of the Hu- 
mours; and the motion conſequent to the 
diſeaſed motion is the Symptoms of the Diſ- 
caſe, which the old Writers called the Acti- 
ons of ſome part, but I think they are more 
pertinently called the Motions; and Galen 
lays, Ts . Ainet eVEPAGLs The Pump 
the Heart gives a perpetual motion to the 
Fluids, and the Fluids irritate or ſtop. the 
motion of the organical ſolid Parts. | 
The two general diſeaſed Motions are the 
Co (or exceſhve) or the izx««4y (or de- 
ſect in the Circulation or Secretions) the ani- 
mal motions are in the Nerves, the natural 


in the Chylification, the Diſtribution of the 


Chyle, the Sanguification of and Nutriti- 
tion. 

The Chyle is not made by local motion 
of Humours or any Parts, but by the inte- 
ſtine Motion of the fermenting Particles, 
whereby the Meat is diſſolved into a chy- 
lous Tincture, and that depurated by the 
mixture of Choler, and thereby turns milky, 
and forced from the Faces by the periſtaltic 
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ed and changed into Nutriment, and carry'd 
to each part by the Circulation, and the ſe. 
creted Humours are digeſted and prepared 
and ſecreted by the Circulation. The Pituita 
or Lacteal Lympha is prepared and ſecreted 
in 24 Hours, the Bile in two Days, the Suc- 
cous Melancholicws in three; on the different 
Time neceſlary for the Preparation of theſe 
Humours, the different Types of Fevers de- 
pends. Theſe two Excrementitius Humours 
trom the Blood are the Sweat and Urine 
which paſs their proper Glands, and de- 
d on the Force of the Circulation; the 
Feces of the Choler and pituitous Lympha, 
and melancholic Acid, are excreted with the 
F eces of the Chyle by Stool, by the Force of 
the periſtaltic Motion; and ſome of the me- 
lancholic Humour paſles by the four Sweats, 
and 1s excreted by the Urine as well as with 
the flimy Lympha into the Prime v1e. 

F will Fr conlider how the external 
Cauſes act on us by rarifying or condenſing 
our Humours, and accelerate our Circula- 


tions, or make them defeCtive. 


Fire, hot Air, hot Baths, hot Diet, Ex- 
erciſe, Anger, &«. rarifies the Air in our 
Bloods and Spirits, and thereby irritates the 


circulatory Motions.

The Hot ſtimulate 
the motion of the Heart in Fevers and De- 


fluxions; they ſtimulate the Womb to Abor- 
tions, the Urine Veſſels in the Strangury ; - 


the Stomach to vomit; the Guts in Diar- 
rheea's ; the Noſe in ſneeſing; the Lungs in 
coughing ; the Nerves in Convulſions; the 
Singultus, nauſea, cardilalgia, pica, fames car- 
rina are irritated motions in the Stomach, 
Palpitation in the Heart, Horror, Rigor, 
Pandiculations, are irritated motions in the 
Muſcles. | 

Critical Motions are excited by the quan- 
tity or acrimony of Humours, 'whoſe Di- 
geſtion depends on a long Circulation. 


Hemorrhagies are motions irritated by the 


Quantity, corroſive Quality, or violent Ra- 
rification and Circulation of Humours, when 
the Veſſels are thin or weak by Tenſe. 

The cold Cacochymias are produced by a 
defective Circulation; and theſe ſtop the 


Secretions by thickning the Conſiſtence of r 


Humours, or 10 oppreſſing the ſecretory 


Glands, by Inflammations , ſchirroſe Tu- 


mours, dropſical Serum, or pituitous or win- 


dy Inflation ; theſe ſtop and oppreſs all Eva- 
cuations. 
The 
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The Obſtructions may be in the Arteries, 
Glands or ſecretory Veſlels; and there may 
be Obftruttions made by lizy hot Blood, as - 
well as the cold Grumous. 
The Cavities of the Veſſels coaleſce by Ul- 
cers, are compreſſed by Tumors, obſtructed 
by viſcid Humours, conſtringed by Pains 
— Con vvulſions, ſubſide by een, or 
Cold or Dryneſs. 

Other Diſeaſes follow Obſtruct ions in the 
whole Body, as the Colour of the Skin in 
the Jaundice, Yellow. In the Obſtruction of 
the Spleen, Black: The Obſtruction of the 
Serum, the Dropſie, or Oedematous Swellings, 
and pale Colour in the Skin. In particular 
parts the Ereſipelas and Herpes depend on the 
Obſtruction of the Gall, the Cancer on the 
Obſtruction of melancholic Blood. 

One Diſeaſe produces another, as Pain 
and Inflammations, Fevers by irritating the 
Arteries, and ſtopping the Blood, ſo as to 
regurgitate to the Heart, and writate its 
Valves. 

Theſe Symptoms are the ſenſible Quali 
ties in the Skin, as Heat, Cold, Dryneſs, 
Softneſs, Plumpneſs, Hardneſs; and the dit- 
ferent Colours and Qualities' depend on the 
Blood-circulating flowly' thro* the Skin, and 
leaving there a depraved Nutriment. 

The Privation of the Circulation to a part; 
and defect of nutritious Matter, is an Atro- 
phy. Gracility is when but a little Nutri— 
tion is conveyed to a part, when the Nu- 
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riment is mixed with ſome Cachochyma, it 
produces a Scurvy or Leprofie. If too much 
«triment come to a part, it occa ſions Obeſity. 
Iwill next give an Example of the man- 
er how motions altered become the Diſea- 
ſes of the Stomach,' the Nerves, the Lungs, 
Liver and Kidneys. { RANTS ERA 
In the Stomach, if the fermentative mo- 
tion is continued too long by the hot Cc 
chymia's mixed with the ſlimy Ferment; or if 
the Meat be very acrid, or any hot Diſeaſes

Veſſels in Animals ſpring from the Aorta, 
the Actions of all parts, whether ſimilar or 
organical,correſpond with the Motion in the 
Arteries, which is the Pulſe.

All Diſeaſes have either exceeding Pul. 
ſes, Which make a violent circulation and 
ſecretion," or deficient which produce 4 
ſlow circulation and ſecretion, or unequal 
Pulſes, whereby the circulation is moved 
unequally ; theſe are the Summa genera of 
Diſeaſes. | 

The exceeding Pulſe and circulation de- 
pend both on an exceeding rarification of 
Blood and Spirits; and the deficient Pulſes 
on the condenſation of them; and the un- 
equal Pulſes on the oppreſſion, or con- 
ſtriction of the circulatory, Organs, or cheic 
Irritation, 


Whatſoever Humour condenſes or over: | | 


rarifies the Blood and Spirits, is the ante- 
cedent Cauſe of the Diſeaſe ; as the Ca- 
cochy mia; 
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cochymia; all external Cauſes act on the 
Blood and Spirits, and thereby alier the 
Puiſe and Circulation. 

If any Animal Action altered be a. 
Diſeaſe, the Pulſe and Circulation are the 
continent Cauſes of it, and the Humours 
which alter the Pulſe and Circulation, are 
the antecedent Cauſes, and the evident 
Cauſes are the Non-Naturals; and thoſe 
that accelerate the Pulſe, are the cauſes of 
the hot and acute Diſeaſes; but thoſe that 
{top the Pulſes attend all cold and chroni- 
cal Caſes. 

Health is à right temperies of the Se 
creted Humours among one another, or 
a juſt ſymetry of them, ſo as to produce a 
ſweetneſs in the maſs of Humours, and 
that cauſes a moderate Pulſe and Circu- 
lation; but the exceſs. in quantity or qua- 
lity of any one ſecreted Humour produces 
an intemperies in the Blood, and that cau- 
ſes the Pulſe to exceed or be deficient, 
the ſimple intemperies of the Galeniſts is 
only a great rarifation or condenſation of 
Humours. | ZR) wh 

The Symptoms in Diſeaſes depend on 
bay Pulſes and Circulation, and their Cau- 
es. | 

We muſt c e the natural and di- 
{cas'd Pulſe to know: the greatneſs of their 
caſe, and thereby the quantity of the Me- 
dicine indicated, and we muſt reſtore the 

| e 20s 
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natural Pulſe, by removing the cauſe of the 
diſeas'd Pulſes ; tis not neceſſary for the 
cure of Diſeaſes to inquire after the Ele. 
ments of our Humours, but only the ra- 
rifaction and condenſation of them, and 
the ſeveral Humours which are ſenſibly 
ſecreted ; for theſe are the Cauſes of the 
diſeas'd Pulſes, and theſe have ſenſible 
Qualities which mult be curd. 

The firſt rhing we muſt conſider is the 
diſcas'd Pulſes, whether ſimple or com- 
pounded, and what is the Cauſe of them, 
and what we find contrary to the Cauſe 
is not the indication for the Cure of the dif. 
eas'd Pulſe; ſo when 1 feel a hard Pulſe, 
I immediately diſcern that the Cauſe of 
it is ſome obſtruction in the Arteries, by 
ſizy or gumous Blood, and this indicates 
the Cure of that obſtruction by removing 
the Cauſe of it. This is the method oi 
finding out the remedy by Indications ta- 
ken from the diſeas d Pulſe, and its Cauſe, 
whichare very obvious, and eaſily known ; 
and if the Cauſe be remov'd, which al 
tered the Pulſe, it will ſoon return to its 
natural Motion, and that will make a 
healthful Circulation. 

Eraſiſtatus, as Galen ſays, affirm'd, That 
there was but one cauſe of Diſeaſes, which 
he called the mzpejwmmmans of the Blood 
in the Arteries, and we may now deduce 


moſt Diſeaſes from the different motion

the circulatory or ſecretory Organs: Thus 
1 may accomodate the old Methodiſts

ſerved that the aſtrictum and laxum were 
ſometimes mixed as in an Inflammation of 


the Eyes, with a Flux of Tears, fo the 
circulation may be too quick in general, 


but ſtopt in particular Parts, as it is in the 
Pleuriſie, in which the ſizineſs obſtructs 
the Arteries in the Pleura, but the Blood 
circulates too quick in other parts, as the 
Fever proves, and there is alſo an eva- 
cuation of the ſizy Lympha by the 
Lungs. : | 

The Old Galeniſt's Opinion may alſo be 
reconciled with this Pathology, which 
imputes all hot Diſeaſes in which the 
circulation runs too faſt to Bile and Atra 
bilis, and all cold Diſeaſes to a pitaita 
and cold Melancholy, in which the Pulſe 
and Circulation run too ſlow.

becauſe they have ſmall Veins, minute 
Heat and poor Spirits; they are ſubject to 
Obſtructions, Aſthmas, Dropſies, and 
their Fleſh feels cold, their Strength 
weakned, Skin ſmooth ; a diſpoſition to 
Feeding from the Parents cannot be cured, 
but an acquir'd Fat Habit may. 

Bleeding feeds ſome, by abating the 
exceeding Heat and violent Circulation, 
and the new Chyle is ſweet, which ſup- 
plies the loſs of acrid and ſalt Blood. 

Uſe Aluminous, Sulpharious, and Sea- 
Baths, in Women, procure the Menſtrual 
Flux. | 

The fulneſs of any Secretioa muſt be 
cured by Evacuations, and Taſtes con- 
trary to it, as too much Semen, Milk,

4. Whatſoever Cauſes evacuates the 
Succus Mutritius any way, or hinders its 
due quantity and preparation by Digeſtion, 
and Circulation, or its Diſtribution and 
Aſſimulation, produces an Atrophy.

The want of any ſecreted Humors mult 
be ſupplied by a Nutritive Diet, of the 
ſame Taſte. 

The Wound of an Artery, Nerve, or 
their Compreſſion by Luxation and Fra- 
ctures, or Palſy, or great Fluxes of the 
Synovia, produce a particular Atrophy, ſor 
which we uſe Oil of Worms and Amber, 
Cupping and Rubbing.

Note, That a particular Atrophy, is from 
a defeft of Circulation, into any particu- 
lar Part; but the general Circulation may 
be good thro? the reſt of the Body; a per- 
fect, full Circulation, is when the Blood 
moves equally in all Parts, but there may be 


divers degrees of Velocity in the ſame Cir- 
culation.

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Parts, and this is the ſecond degree of im- 
perfect Circulation. | 

3. The Blood may move {lowly thro? the 
Arteries of the Pleara, and this I make the 
third degree of imperfeQ Circulation. | 

4. The fourth degree is when the Blood 
moves {lowly through the Head, as in ſleepy 
Diſeaſes. | 3 

Note, That this defective Circulation pro- 
duces in the firſt degree ſmalneſs in the 
Legs, in the ſecond want of Appetite, in 
the third Leanneſs and weak motion in the 
Breaſt, and in the fourth Atrophy of the Eyes, 
and defect in all the Senſes.

E Pulſe in Ephemeras is great, quick, 
frequent and equal; and he obſerves, 
that the Nate does not increaſe in Celerty, 
but the frequency is not proportionable in 
the external quiet, (that is, the frequency i; 
leſs in Ephemeras than putrid Fevers, and it 
is not proportionable to the Greatneſs and 
Celerity.) | — 

In Cares, Watching, great Exerciſe, the 
Pulſe in the Ephemera is leſs. 

In Diary from a Bubo, the Pulſe is very 
great, quick and frequent. 

The Cauſes of theſe Pulſes, are the Rari- 


faction of the Blood and Spirits, and a hot 


Wind or Fume, which is produced by that 
Rarifaction. 
This Rarifaction occaſions the Circulation 
to run very faſt, and that produces tlie mild 
Heat, Thirſt, Pains of the Head, frequent 
Reſpiration and Laſſitude. * 
The Symptoms from the rariſied Spirits, 


are want of Sleep and Reſtleſnels. =

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The continuance of this quick and fre- 


vent Circulation, prepares the hot Fumes 
Gr acriclead Expulſion in 1, 2 or 3 Days, by 
Sweat or Perſpiration. | 
Theſe evident Cauſes produce the Rarifa- 
ction in the Blood and Spirits, as Anger, 
Sadneſs, great Exerciſe, Pain, Hunger, 
great Evacuations, hot Diet, Surſeits, heat 
of the Air, Fire, Baths, ſtopping the 


Pores, or other Evacuation, or Obſtruction, *' 


Inflammations or Suppurations, Tumors and 
Plethora, all theſe irritate the Pulſe, and ac- 
celerate the Circulation. | 

Since the quick and frequent Pulſe depend 
on a great Rarifaction of the Humors, by 
the Cauſes mentioned: they Indicate,

2. We uſe Bleeding and Gliſters, and all

The ſeveral types of intermitting Pe vers 
or Agues, 1 that ſecretitious Hu- 
mour which abounds. in the Blood; and the

rigor, but at length a febrile Everveſcence 
fucceeds by the Acrimony of the ſecretitious 
Humour, which ſtimulates the Heart to a 
quick and frequent contraction. 

The Pulſe in the Quartan, in the begin- 
ning of the Fit, is very rare, and flow in 
the rigour, but in the height of the Fit, 
quick and frequent, but not ſo much as in 

other Fevers. 
The Old Writers obſerve, that the inc- 
quality in one Pulſation is moſt evident, 
being more quick in the beginniag and 
ending, than in the middle; this is not (en- 
ſible to me, I leave it to better Artiſts. 

In the intermiſſion of the Fit, the Pulſe is 
more ſlow aid rare than in other Fevers ; I 
have counted 80 beats in the intermiſſion 
in a minute, in a young Man, in the Au- 
rumn ; the reaſons of the ſlowneſs is the 
melancholic grumous Blood, and this hap- 
pens oft with obſtructions of the Spleen.

2. 1o help the ſmall Pulſe and grumoſit 
of Blood by Vomits, with Aſarum by Fre 
ion, tepid Baths, Steel, Bitters, and a 
more cordial Diet of Fleſh-Meats. 


In Quartant the Urine is pale and white, 
the Pulſe ſmall and flow, which are ſigns of 
indigeſtion in the Humours; and the gru- 
mous Blood requires a long time before it 
can make any ſeparation or criſis, it uſually 
laſts a Year and cures other Diſeaſes. 

No hot Medicines muſt be given till the

The feveriſh, high, and frequent Pulſe 16

The moſt fatal ſigns in Fevers are weak 
Pulſe, ſhort Breath, by which we di- 
ſcern that the Circulation is weak, and 
a Delirium want of {ſleep cauſes Convulſi- 
ons, by which the Animal Spirits are diverted 
from managing the Pulſe and Reſpira- 
tion. 

An abſceſs is to be expected, if the Fe- 
yer laſts above twenty Days, or ceaſes, 
without a Criſis, or elſe Pains in the 
Limbs.

Ulſus imprimis parvus & languidas ob ſji- 
rituum vitalium reſolutionem 4 maligno 
venenataq, Aura frequens uſu facultatem ſoli. 
citante ad reparanda, ſpiritus, qui aſſidue diſi- 
pantur, inæqualis putredinis causa, durus 0b 
arteriarum ſiccitatem. 
In a Malignant Fever, with Peripneame- 
nia, the ſame Author obſerves, that the 


Pulſe was ſoſt, ſmall, languid, unequal and 


very frequent, becauſe of the deſtruction of 
the Spirits by the venenate cauſe of the Fe- 
ver, which was Epidemical ; and in this 
caſe, the ſmall, languid, unequal Pulte in- 
dicates the Bezoardia and Bliſters to help 
the Circulation, and to expel the peſtilent 
Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. 5 

The ſmall and languid Pulſe will admit 
of no great Evacuation by bleeding or purg- 
ing; but the unequal Pulſe, which depends 
on the Inflammation of the Lungs, requucs 


bleeding a little by the Lancet, and ſome- 


times by Cupping. as Galen practis'd in Ma- 
liguant Fevers, and a gentle Clyſter. The 
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The Symptoms depending on the quick, 
requent, unequal Pulſe, are, a mild heat, 
cold Sweat, thin Urine, 2 Horrors, 
a weight or laſſitude in the Limbs, Fluxes 
by Stool or Hemorrhages, Tumours behind 
the Ears, or in the Groin, and the Petechia; 
all theſe depend on the want of a due Circu- 
lation, to rarifie the Blood, and expel the 
venomous Matter which oppreſs the Blood. 

The Symptoms from the Oppreſſion of 
the Animal Spirits by the inſectious Air, are, 
Weakneſs, Anxiety, Moda x Tremor, Con- 
vulſions, Deafneſs, dim Sight, Sleepineſs, 
Delirium or Watching. 

Since the Circulation is too weak in Ma- 
lignant Fevers to make any Criſis, we muſt 
help it by Alexipharmics, and Bliſters, and 
_ Vomits at firſt, Cupping, and a mo- 

erate Cordial Diet. | 

If the Perechie be critical, we muſt not 
bleed, but if they be ſympromatical, and 
ſome accident require bleeding, we may 
bleed, after they appear; but tis ſafer to 
bleed before they appear : But in a Malig- 
nant Fever, we muſt firſt reſpect the op- 
preſſion on the Blood and Spirits, becauſe 
that ſtops the Circulation, and after that is 
reliev'd, we mult cure the frequency of the 
Pulſe, as in other Fevers, and thoſe Inflama- 
tions or Defluxions which are Symptoms of

The Pulſe becomes hard when a Pleuriſy 

attends a Malignant Fever, and it becomes 
tenſe before Convulſions. 
A Malignant Fever is produc'd by thc 
tranſlation of the feveriſh Matter to the 
Brain in an intermitting Fever, and then the 
Pulſe is ſmall, weak and frequent, becauſc 
the Nerves are oppreſſed by the Blood, 
which ſtagnates in the Brain. 

All Malignant Fevers are in their nature 
Intermitting Fevers; either being with 

reat oppreſſion of the Circulation in the 
giuning of the Fever, for want of a due 
rarefaCtion in the Blood and Spirits; or elf 
in the end of an Intermittent, when an || 
Criſis throws the feveriſh Matter on thc 
Brain; and after the Oppreſſion is remov'd 
by the Alexipharmics, ſuch is the uſe d 
Treacle-water to ſome Pints, or Yen:ice-tres 
cle, volatile Salts, then the Cortex will take 
lace for the Fever; and when the Matter 
is transfer'd ro the Brain, bleeding in ie 
Neck, Bliſters, Gliſters and Alexipharmics 
are moſt uſeful, but the Cortex can have 00

" The greater the Pulſe and natural Heat 
is, the greater is the Heat in Malignant Fe- 
vers, which correſponds with the natural 
Heat, and not with the Putrefaction. 

A Fever join'd with exceſſive Heat is alſo 
a Malignant Fever; and then the Pulſe is 
excceding great, ſtrong, very frequent, and 
then requires great Evacuations, and cool- 
ing Alteratives, as in a Ca«ſas. 

Langius deſcribes the Pulſe in the Plague 
exilis and imbecillis diſpari motu, tempore dia- 
folen & ſyſtolem metitur : By this unequal, 
ſmall and weak Pulſe the old Writzrs ob- 
ſerv'd, that the Heart was affected, that is, 
the Circulation ſtop'd, by the infectious va- 
pour of the Plague, which is more poiſonous 
than any ordinary Putrefaction; and ſince it 
is externally ſent into the Blood, it ought to 
- — before it has diſſolv'd the viſcid 

The Pulſe in the Plague, which is the 
molt Malignant Fever, is very weak, ſmall 
and frequent, with the greateſt incquality 
and oppreſſion. 

The Languor and Inequality of the Pulſe 
are Signs of an oppreſſed Circulation, and 
that the danger of its ſudden ſtopping by 
the 1 putrid Blood, the venomous 
fœtid Vapor in the Air gets into our Body, 
and inſenſibly by . . the aereal Spirits 
of the Blood, produces a Putrefaction in the 
viſcid parts of the Blood, whereby they are 
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coagulated, and the aereal Spirits cannot be 
detaimd thereby, that the animal and vital 


| Spirits are evaporated, and the coagulate 


Blood ſtops the Circulation and oppreſſes it, 


from whence Faintneſs, the Heat is little, 
but an inward burning, nauſea, cold Sweats, 
Anxieties of the Heart, Carbuncles, Bubo- 
ſpots in the Skin; all which Symptoms de- 
pend upon too flow a Circulation of the in- 
fected Blood; the Putreſaction is evident by 
the Fætor of the Breath and Excrements. 
The Pulſe in the Plague is weak, becauſe 
the Animal Spirits are deſtroy'd by the f- 
tid poyſonous Vapour which infects them, as 
the Spirits of fermented Liquor are by 
Thunder; and thus the Plague affects the 
Heart, that is, it weakens the Circulation. 
The Pulſe is ſmall, for want of Vital and 
Animal Spirits to move the Heart, and for 
Want of an Efferveſcence in the Blood. 
The Pulſe is frequent, becauſe the inſected 
Blood ſtimulates the right Ear of the Heart 
continually, to expel the poiſon'd Blood by 
a frequent Circulation. 
If the Circulation cannot be irritated to a 
omar degree of Velocity, the Perſon inſe- 
ed dies ſuddenly, without a Fever, or any 
critical Evacuation,” or frequency of Pulſe. 
If the Circulation can riſe to a greater 
frequency and celerity, the Infected is ſav d 
by proſuſe bleeding, by plenty of thick Urin 
or Sweat, or by Tumours which are ei. 


her Carbuncles or Bubos. 
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- If the Circulation be too weak, ſtow or 
rare, to make its Criſis, as is deſerib'd, the 
venenate Blood tends to the Head, and oc- 
caſions a Sopor or Paratis; if the Blood be 
very acrid it cauſes Pains, or delirium, 
Watching, Noiſe in the Ears, Blindneſs, it 
| the venenate Matter tends to the Stomach, - 
it occaſions Nauſeouſneſs, Vomiting, Fluxes, 
the Humours which are acrid and aduſt oc 
duce a Carbuncle, which are ſalutary, if big 
enough, and theſe alſo cauſe PhlyFenes; the 
Bubo's contain a thicker Matter, which fix- 
es in the Glands of the axil/z or inguin: ſo 
ſome Criſes are by Flux of the Belly, or by 
bilious Vomits; or elſe that poiſon'd Blood 
ſticks in the Skin, and produces Spots or 
Blotches, which are fatal. 

By the ſtrength, greatneſs and frequency 
of the Pulſe, we may diſcern, that the Cir- 
culation can expel the infected Blood. 5 

By the weakneſs, ſmalneſs, and great in- 
equality of the Pulſe, we may judge, that 
the Circulation cannot expel the poiſon'd 
Blood, and they die before the fourth day,

By conſidering the weak, ſmall, frequent 
and unequal Pulſe, we diſcover their Cauſes 
to be a Languor, or Oppreſſion on the Spi- 
rits, and a putrid Blood, which irritates the 
frequency : the languid Spirits indicate Cor- 
dials, and the putrid Blood indicates its ex- 
pulſiog by an accelerated Circulation, which

There 
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There ſcems to be an intermitting Feyer 
in the Meaſles and Scarlet Fever, as well 2, 
in the Small Pox , and if this be not cur'd by 
an Effloreſcence into the Caticula, the Fever 
will continue after it, with Coughs, Inflam. 
mations and Diarrhea's, and it requires the 
Cortex, Opiates, and Bleeding to ſtop the 
quick and frequent Pulſe, before we Purge, 
becauſe purging makes the Pulſe more quick 
and frequent in all Fevers. 

Since the Small Pox is an intermitting 
Fever, altered from the common kind, by 
the putreſaction and Inflammation of the 
Puſtule, as ſoon as the maturation is over, 
we ought to give the Cortex for the Fe. 
ver which remains, and in grown Perſons 
proves mortal without it. 

Note, That a thinner Serum appears in 
the Chicken Pox, and they break forth, ripen, 
and decline in a Day, but the ebullition be- 
fore that criſis has a feveriſh Pulſe; _ 

I will here make theſe uſeful Reflections 


1. That by the weak and ſmall Pulſe, 
it appears that the Small Pox and Meaſles are 
not pure inflamatory Fevers, becauſe thelc 
have always a great and a ſtrong Pulſe at. 


| rending them; and they depend on ſome 


ſizy Serum which obſtru& the ends of the 
Arteries, and thereby cauſe pain and burn- 
ing, and cauſe. a tumultuous motion thro 


the other Arteries, which we call tlie Oy

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and this ſizy Serum has no putrifaction join- 
ed with it, as in the Small Pox, Meaſiles, Scar- 
lt Fever, and the Eryſipelatoufe Fever. 

2. In the Eryſpelatouſe Fever the putrifa- 
Aion is leſs than in the Small Pox, and the 
Fever is intermitting, and aſſects the Curtis 
with a Tumor, and has Puſtules thrown out 
critically, full of ſharp Lympha or Pus ; and 
if the criſis be ill, it ends in a malignant, in 
which the Nerves are affected with Deli- 
rium, Coma, Convulſions, the ſeveral de- 
grees of Putrifaction, and parts of the Blood 
which ſuffer it, as well as the parts on which 
it is critically expell'd, diſtinguiſh theſe ſe- 
veral Fevers. 

3. There is a criſis in all theſe Fevers on 
the zd or 4th Day, but there is no matura- 
tion but where the Serum is infected and 
ripens in the Cutis on critical Days, as gth, 
14th, 17th, -20th Days. 

4, The quick and weak Pulſe are the ſpe- 
cual ſigns of theſe Fevers, with a quick and 
anhelious breathing, and both the Pulſe and 
Reſpiration ſhew the oppreſſion on the cir- 
culatory Organs, and from the alteration of 
the Pulſe we take our various Indications ; 
tis the circulation which digeſts, expels and 
1 and the Phyſician's care, in the cure 
o malignant Fevers, is to raiſe the Pulſe 
and Circulation to ſuch a Vigour as will di- 
zelt, expel, and maturate that part of the 
Blood which is infected by the aerial Poyſon.

ſtics of- theſe Diſeaſes, we diſcern the good 
and bad Criſis by the Pulſe ; no Symptom 


except the Petechie and Hæmorrhages can 


ſo certainly foretel the good or bad event of 


this Difeaſe as the Pulſe, which ſhews the 


ſtrength of the Patient, and the vigour of 
the Circulation to digeſt and expel the io. 


fected parts of the Blood; by the Pulſe ve 
know when we mult accelerate the circula- 


tion by Alexipharmics and Bliſters, and 
when we muſt check the circulation by 


Opiates, and the ſtypticity of the Cortex, 


or Bleeding ; and by the Pulſe we may di- 
ſtinguiſh theſe malignant Fevers from In- 
flammations; and if we obſerve pains of the 
Back, and Head-ach, and Sickneſs, we can. 
not thence conclude that it will be one of 
theſe Fevers, unleſs the Pulſe Le ſmall, weak, 
unequal, and ſuch Pulſe with thoſe Sym- 
ptoms will make a true pathognomic Sign

I have counted 106 beats in a minute, in 
a mild Smell Pox,anda 120 in a middle S 
Pox; the frequency of the Pulſe indicates 
Opiates to flop it, tor the frequency ſpends 
the Spirits too much. | 

The Alexipharmics in theſe malignant 
Fevers, have theſe ſenſible Qualities, where- 
by they accelerate the circulation, and help

Y the quickneſs and frequency we 
diſcern the Fever, by the ſmallneſs and 
inequality the oppreſſion on the Organs o 
Circulation, and this makes it a malignant 
Fever. whe | 

The Pulſe is quick and frequent in all forts 
of Small Pox, but more ſtrong and greater 
in che beginning of a mild Small Pox ; but 
tis very ſmall and weak and very unequal, 
where the Sm Pox is very malignant. 

If the Pulſe be ſtrong and equal in the 
beginning, *tis a ſign that the Circulation 
can digeſt the malignant ſerous Humour, 
and expel it thro' the Glands of the Skin; 
but if the Pulſe be ſmall, uncqal and 
weak in the beginning, *tis a ſign that the 
Circulation cannot ſufficiently digeſt and ex. 
pel the malignant Humour, or putrid * 
rum. 

At the firſt ſeizure of the Smal Pax, the 
Pulſe is ſmall, unequal, with Oicitation, 
Pandiculation, Rigour, Horror, and thel

Theſe Symptoms, depend on a malignant 
Serum forced into the Nerves, a Coma, Sub- 
ſults Tendinum, Epilepſy, Reſtleſſneſs, De- 
lirium, Watching; the Serum forc'd thro? 
the Glands of the Stomach and Inteſtines, 
produce Vomitings, Cholicks, Nauſea Dia- 
rhea; the ſame forced thro? the Glands of 
the Mouth and Throat, a Thirſt or Cough; 
thro? the Glands of the Kidneys, red Urine, 
or pale; the ſizineſs of the malignant Serum 
produces pains in the Limbs, Back, Head, 
and makes the confluent Pox. f | 

The Pulſe is oft made weak by grievous 
Symptoms, Pains, Vomitings, which muſt 
be cur'd before the criſis. | 
If the Pulſe be — equal, with Vo- 
miting, great pains on the Back and Limbs, 
with Cholics, Convulſions, Reſtleſſneſs, 
Delirium, Watching, for all theſe we may 
bleed before the criſis, to draw the malig- 
nant Serum from its defluxion thro' impro- 
per Glands, and we may ſtop the exceeding 
Pulſe and Defluxion by Opiates, and at the 
lame time help the critical expulſion thro 
the Glands of the Cats. 

A ſtrong and equal Pulſe will always ad- 
mit of bleeding, during the apparatus or 
ſcveriſh Ebullition, but otherways, bleeding, 
purging, and ſtrong ANTS, are improper 
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in malignant Fevers, whereever the Pulſe is 
ſmall weak, unequal. 

In a Sopor, if the Pulſe be ſtrong, we 
bleed to help the Oppreſſion, but if weak, 
we muſt only uſe Veſicatories and Alexi. - 

harmics to raiſe the Pulſe, fince it appears 
bh the ſmall unequal Pulſe, that the Smal 
Pox is a malignant Fever, we ought to uſe 
Alexipharmics in it, and not always the cool 
Regimen againſt Inflammation, tor by the 
Fetor putrido of Humours, we diſcern the 
* of the Fever. | 

If the «Pulſe be weak, unequal, with 
Faintineſs, colliquative Sweats, purple Spots, 
miliary Eruptions, pale Water, little Heat, 
a Coma, a flow Criſis, and Subſulty 
Tendinam, we muſt uſe Veſicatories and 
Alexipharmics to raiſe the Pulſe and quicken 
the Circulation, becauſe theſe Symptoms 
depend on a flow Circulation of the malig- 
nant Serum. 

The great Art in managing the apparatus 
or ebullition of the Small Pox, is to raiſe the 
Pulſe by gentle Vomits, Bliſters and Alex. 
pharmics at firſt ; if the circulation be too 
flow for the digeſtion of the malignant Sc- 
rum and its critical Expulſion, and then n 
Opiates ought to be given, unleſs ſome ve- 
hement Symptoms weakens the pulſe. 

If the Circulation and Pulſe runs tog 
high and quick, we ought to reſtrain and 
depreſs it by Bleeding, Glyſters, Opiate5, 
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and the cooler Regimen, during the Ap- 


pararus. 3 


If the Pulſe be increas'd or decreas'd near 


the Criſis, we may diſcern thereby whe- 
ther it will be good or bad, tho” the Sym- 
ptoms be ill; yet if the Pulſe be great and 
equal, we may infer that there is a due 
Circulation and ſtrength of Spirits to ex- 
pel the Serum when putrified or digeſted 
thro* the Glands of the Skin. 

Tho? the Symptoms be mild, yet if the 
Pulſe be weak and wavering, the Serum 


will not be ſufficiently digeſted and expel- 


led. 
By the ſtrong vibration of the Arteries 


we diſcern that Hæmorrhages and other 
papers, depend on the great rariſaction 

Humours, and not on . 4 oppreſſion of 
Spirits, and e contra. 1 

The Criſis of the putrified Serum ought 
to be in three or four Days, if later or 
ſooner, it is not a perfect good Criſis. In 
the diſtinQ variole, the Cxiſis is made in 
one Day, and then the Fever ceaſes with all 
its Symptoms, and the Pulſe remits in its 
frequency and celerity, there being a leſ- 
ſer quantity of — 4 
expelled altogether. 

In the confluent variole, the Criſis is im- 


perfect, by reaſon of the ſizy Serum, or its 


great quantity, or the weakneſs of the Cir- 
culation; the Serum not expelled keep up

Serum, and that is 
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the Fever, and then the Circulation makes 
another Criſis by Salivation, or Urine, or 
the ſwelling of the Extremeties, and the 
critical Eruption laſts three Days thro? the 
Skin, after which the Fever ceaſes. 
If the Criſis be bad, as in a malignant 
kind, the Pulſe is weak, quick, frequent, 
with Subſul tus. Texdinum, Coma, Deliriz, 
Vigiliz, Hxmorrhages, Perechie, Veſicul: 
Miliares, Nifturitions, Ptyalyſmus. 

If a general Effloreſcence happens for x 
Criſis, with black ſpots interſperſed, tis: 
fatal bad Criſis, and it is a ſign that the red 
2 of the Blood is putrified as well as the 
Serum, and the Purples and Petechiæ; that 
the viſcid part, as well as the red, are pu- 
trified, and in ſuch the Blood has loſt all its 
conſiſtence, and becomes fluid, as appears 
by the Hæmorrhages, and the Blood then 
let forth by the Lancet. | 

Another bad Criſis happens when the F. 

- tcehie appears among the diſtinct Small Par, 
which is a ſign of putrified Blood, or elſe 
the Veſiculæ Aqueæ, which ſhew the crudity 
and indigeſtion of the Serum, or its gre! 
Quantity or Acrimony. | | 

When the celerity and frequency of the 
pulſe ceaſes, we need no Medicines, but 
when they continue, the Criſis muſt be 
helped by Opiates, and Alexipharmics, and 
to theſe in Hzmorrhages we add Stipticks | 
and Acids, | | | :

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When the Criſis is made of the putrid 


Serum thro' the Glands of the Skin, the 


Blood is ſtopt by that Tumor, and in the 
diſtin kind, the Arteries vibrate as in all 
other ſuppurations, but the Pulſe is not ve- 
ry feveriſh and quick, and the maturation 
is performed in two Days, as all the other 
ſtadia are in the ſame Time. | 

The feveriſh Pulſe remains in the conflu- 
ent, unleſs ſufficient evacuation be made 
Salivation, Urine, or the ſwelling of the 
Hands, and Face, and Feet, n the 
feveriſh Pulſe low ;- if theſe evacuations ceaſe 
too ſoon, the ſeveriſh Pulſe riſes again.

After the Small Pox the Pulſe oft remains 
Hectical, and in the declination of the. ma.

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lignant Pox the Pulſe is quick and weak; 
but in the declination of diſcreet and kind. 
ly Pox, the Pulſe is natural and not quick. 

During the celerity of Pulſe we mult act 
purge in the declination, but give the Cor.

The Small Pox Fever has the type of an 
intermitting Fever in the beginning, during 
maturation, and in the dechnation, and for 
that in the maturation and declination we 
give the Cortex, but not before the Criſis is 
over, Which laſts all the time of Eruption. 

The ſtop of the Circulation by any Tu- 
mor, produces a feveriſh Pulſe, whichripens 
by agitating the Humor, the Tumor in the

HE quick and frequent Pulſe ſhews 
the Fever, the ſmall Pulſe the evacu- 
ation of the nutritious Humours, the weak 
Pulſe the debility of Spirits in an old Di- 
ſeaſe, the hard Pulſe the ſizineſs of Humors 
which obſtruct the Arteries, and cauſes In- 
flammations 
The Cauſes of Conſumptions are, 


1. Whatſoever evacuates the nutritious 
Humours, as Chyle, Sere:;, or Blood, as 
Diarrhea, Vomiting, Spitting, fluor alba, 
Gonorrhza, LaQation, Venery, Sweating, 
Salivation, Hemorrhages, Ulcers external 
or internal, Diabetes. 

2. Whatſoever natural Secretion is ſtop'd 


and fills the Blood with any hot Cacochymes ; 


in the Scorbutic the Blood is over - ſalt; at- 
ter intezmitting Fevers, Rhcumatiſms, Pleu- 


rifies, the Blood is too viſcid, and ia all 


Shirroſitics of the glandulous Viſcera, as in

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the Jaundice, ſwell'd Spleens, and Scrophu- 
Iz, the Lympha is too ſizy; in Impoſtums- 
tions and the Pox, the Humours are putrid, 
Note, That if the Circulation is ſtop'd in 
any part, it muſt run faſter in the next, and 
cauſe ſome Evacuation of the ſuccus nutriti 
a, with an Ephemera Fever. 

3. Obſtructions in the Blood-veſſels cauſe 
the unequal and irregular Motion of the 
Blood, which hinders the true digeſtion 
and aſſimulation of the Chyle with the 
Blood, and by being thus deprav'd or ſizy, 
breeds ſome Cacochymia in the Veſſels, which 
is the ferment of an Ephemera, or continent 
Fever, and the Matter of ſome Catarrhs; 
fo the ſuppreſſion of the Menſtrua, or Ha. 
morrhoids, breed a Conſumption. 


In the firſt degree of a Hectic, the Pull:

RT; vetiſh Pulſe is leſs in the Scorbutic, 
and Hypochondriacal, and Phlegmatic, as 
in Conſumptions after chronicaF Diſeaſes ; 
and in old Men in the beginning” of the 
Phthiſis, then in young Perſons, and after 
acute Diſeaſes. | 

The Pulſe is obſerv'd to be unequal in all 
Defluxions on the Lungs, becauſe the Ta- 
lercula obſtruct the Circulation through the 
Lungs, and a full Inſpiration is wanting to 
promote the reflux of Blood: The Conſum- 
ption of the Fleſh depends on a feveriſh 
Circulation, which hinders the aſſimulation 
and depraves the Digeſtion of our Nouriſh- 
ment. 

1. The Indications in this firſt ſtate of 
the Phthiſis are, from the quick and ſre- 
quent Pulſe to cure the Ephemera Fever, by 
bleeding twice or thrice in ſmall quantities, 
to uſe lenitive Purges and Opiats after them; 
the ſmall Pulſe will bear no great Evacua- 
tion, and Opiats ſtop the Pulſe and Catarrh 
at firſt, Acids and Acerbs cool. 

2. For the Tubircala and Obſtruct ions in 
the Lungs, and the Catarrh and unequal 
Pulſe, 1.

In the ſymptomatical Conſumptions W* 
preſcribe Specifics againſt the original D-.

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Cortex in Conſumptions, which depend on 
an intermitting Fever , the Diſeaſes which 
produce the Conſumption are, Fevers, Scur- 
vy, Pox, Gout, Aſthma, Hyſterical Vapors, 
and the Hypochondriacal;the Scrophale, ſup- 
preſſion of the Menſfrus, Piles, Jaundice, 
and all the Evacuations of Nutriment : In 
theſe caſes the heQtical Pulſe ſucceeds. that 
of the original Diſeaſe, and is alter'd by it 
at firſt. 

2. The ſecond degree of a Hectic has the 
Pulſe ofan inflammatory Fever, hard, quick, 
ſtrong, which ripens the crude Tabercula in

No Evacuations are proper in this State, 
as appears by the {mall and weak Pulſe, but 
we uſe Expectoration, Balſamics, Opiats. 
The Tabercula uſually ripens on the 5th 
day by the inflammatory Fever; this Feyer 
oft returns upon new Inflammations. 

The Cortex only palliates the Fever, Vul. 
neraries and Balſamics aim beſt at the Cure, 
if the very frequent Pulſe will admit of 'em, 
and the Symptoms muſt be reliev'd by Op- 
ats, as the frequent Pulſe indicates; but be. 
cauſe the Impoſtumation cannot be cough! 
ep, a confirm'd Phthiſis is never cur'd ;cold 
Baths, drinking Baxton Waters, and riding 
belt relieve this ſtate, and the Correx by hia- 
dering any farther Impoſtumations. 

The weak and ſmall Pulſe indicates a nu- 
tritive Diet to fill the Veſſels, and to ſupport 
the Pulſe and Circulation by Cordials. 

The celerity of the Pulſe is omitted by & 
chius, but all other Authors mention it; int 
is a true ſign of the Fever, which in the be. 
ginning is uſually an Ephemera long cont!

The Pulſe in Iuflamatious is great, quick 


and frequent, and hard, in the increaſe

LL Inflammations do not produce 
theſe Pulſes, but thoſe which ate 
greater in a ſenſible part, or ſome of the 
principal parts, and then much Heat, Len- 
ſion, and a Fever accompany it; the ob- 
ſtruction by ſizy Blood in the Artery, makes . 
the Pulſe hard, in Nervous Parts, which 
ſtraiten the Artery moſt. I will give an in- 
ſtance of this Cure in a Rheumatiſm, which 
is a general Inflammation by ſizy Blood, 
which ſtops the circulation in the Muſcles, 
and cauſes great pains in the Limos, and 
hinders the circulation of the Lympha thro 
the Glands and Lymphatics.

'Tis difficult to diſtinguiſh the Pulſe of 
Pains, from that of Inflammations, becauſe 
in both they are great, quick, and frequent, 
and vchement; but the hardneſs of the Pulfe 
is moſt remarkable in Inflammations, and 
the vehemence alone without hardneſs in 
Pains; in Fevers the celerity of the Pulſe is 
the true Characteriſtick, by that we diſcern 
the Irritation of the Heart. | 

The decoction of Ivory is ſlimy, and is 
commended for tempering the ſharpneſs of 
the Salt Humours; and in Rheumatick 
Pains, the roots of Burdock are alſo muci- 
laginous, and may have the ſame effect. 

The Blood impacted in the Arteries, is 
the immediate cauſe of the Fever attendi 
loflammations by putrifying in the part, — 
by diſturbing the circulation, as well as by 
uſtending the Membranes, it occaſions 4 
Feat Pain which irritates the Spirits, to 
produce a quick and vehement Circulation, 
to driye off the Humor which obſtruc̃ts the 
8 4 Circu- 
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girculation ; external Heat draws the thick 
Blood into a part and pain, by a Convulfive 
Conſtriction detains it in the Veſſels, or elſe 
an Efferveſcence in the Blood forces the 
ſize into the ſmall cutanious Veſſels, the 
chief indication in the evacuation of the ſize, 
which obſtructs the circulation, and ſtops 
the circulatory Veſſels.

Anger makes the Pulſe great, frequent; 
vehement, but Sadneſs makes the Pulſe 
low, rare, languid and ſmall: In Anger 
the heat is great, not acrid, in Fear more 
acrid. than great. 

For the Cure of the hot flatutency in the 
Stomach, we muſt reduce the exceeding 
Pulſes to their natural greatneſs, quickneſs 
and frequency, by a cool Method and Eva- 
cuations.

The Cure of ſmall, ſlow, rare Pulſes in the 
cold melancholy Winds. 


His Pulſe is the immediate Cauſe of 
the cold Melancholy, and all the 
Symptoms of this Diſeaſe depend on this 
Pulſe ; and whatſoever produces this Pulſe, 
produces the cold melancholic Humour. 

The Symptoms in the Blood, which de- 
pend on a flow Pulſe and flow Circulation, 
are Hzmorrhoids, Varices, Sighing, cold- 
neſs in the Extremity ; the pale Water which 
depends on the ſeparation of the Serum from 
the Blood in a low Circulation, the Blood 
becomes black and grumous for want of due 
Circulation, and then it ſtagnates in the 
spleen and Veins of the Meſentery, and 
there produces Pains, or black Vomits and 
Stools, or Piles, Bleeding, black ſpittle, and 
in the Skin blackneſs in the Countenance, 
and about the Eyes, and black Urine; this 
Melancholy is without a Fever, becauſe that 
has a quick and frequent Pulſe.

Spirit produc'd by a thick ſtagnating Blood, 
not well rarified, this Acidity hinders Heat, 
Light, Flame, and the due motion and ra- 
rifaction of the Spirits; and this crude and 
turbid Spirits falſely repreſents all Objects,

fearful Dreams; they have a weight in heir

The Cauſes which produce this Pulſe, ei- 
ther alter the Animal Spirits or the Blood, 
and they thereby change the Pulſe.

evaporate and produce ſmall and weak Pul- 
ſes, and the Spirits having their Oily parts 
ſpent, become Acid and Vitriolic, and this 
depraves the Blood, and then the Melan- 
choly begins in the Head ; and if this agita- 
tion of Spirits continued, it produces the 
quick and frequent Pulſe in the Atrabilarious 
and Maniacs, and Epileptics, and Hyſterics, 
Phrenetics, and Epileptics, to which Di- 
ſeaſes the cold Melancholic ſtupidity ſuc- 
ceeds ; as thoſe Diſeaſes convulſe the Heart 
and ſtop the Pulſe, or evaporate the Lympha, 
and ſo produce this cold and dry 'Temper, 
lor the Blood is grumous for want of mo- 
tion and heat, and 'tis of a black Colour by 
Its Vitriolic Acidity, 
In Melancholy from Paſſions, the Pulſe 
is obſcure, contracted, inconſtant, unequal, 
deficient and vermicular. 


Paſlions firſt produce want of ſleep, tur- 


bulent Dreams, noiſe in the Ears, at laſt 
Stupidity, Moroſitis, Taciturnity, Suſpi- 


tions, Stupors, in any part, as the hot Hu- 
Moury evaporate. 2, Alter 
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2. After Epilepſies, Mianias, Phreni. 
tis, long Fevers, this cold Melancho. 
ly ſucceeds. In theſe Diſeaſes there is an 
Atrabilarian Temper of Blood, which is from 
a mixture of bitter and ſour ; and this is 
hereditary, or produc'd by a Diet of thoſe 
Taſtes, retention of Semen, Menſes, He. 
morrhoids, ſtopping of Iſſues, and theſe 
were imputed to the Womb, Stomach and 
Spleen, becauſe there is oft a Pulſation, Pain, 
or Tumour there, from ſtagnating Blood, 
and a pain in the Back and Sides. 

Epilepſies ſucceed or proceed Melancho- 
lies, which ſhew a great affinity in the ſame 


Temper of Humours. 


The drineſs 'in Melancholics proceeds 
from the loſs of Serum, and rhe coldneſs 
from the ſtop of Circulation, but becauſe 
Melancholy ſucceeds hot Pulſes and Diſea. 
ſes, ſome Atra bilis and hot Humous mult 
be mixt with the black grumous Blood, and 
in that and the agitation of confus'd turbid 
Spirits, the delirous Fancy are continued 
till that ends in a ſtupidity or focliſh-

Pulſe of the Ifteric, when there is no Fevx, 
is leſs, harder, more frequent, not languid 
nor quick; 'tis leſs from the oppreſſion on 
the Spirits, the obſtruction makes it hard, 
the Bile makes it more frequent ; if the Bile 
be Acrid it irritates a Fever, if more crude 
and undigeſted, the Pulic is not quick, but 
tis more frequent. | 
| Theſe Symptoms depend on the obſtru- 
tion, pain at the Stomach, Inflammations, 
Schirrus, white Fxces, yellow colour of the 
Skin, pain in the Limbs, want of ſleep, 


Thirſt, Fever, Nauſeouſneſs, yellow Urine. 


The great quantity of Bile makes the op-

The Scurvy either depends upon the Salt 
Cacorhri/a alone, or that mix'd with the 
other hot or cold Cacochymie, and it produ- 
ces its different Symptoms, as it affects dif- 
ferent Glands or Parts: Whea it abounds in 
the Blood it oppreſſes its Motion, and cauſes 
it to move {lowly, as appears by the creep- 
ing ſmall Pulſe and Faintneſs; the exceed- 
ing quantity of any other ſecretitious Hu- 
mor oppreſſes the Circulation, as the Cho- 
ler in the Jaundice, the ſalt Serum in the 1/- 
churia, and the Perſpirabile ſtopt in malig- 
aant Fevers |

The mixture of the {alt Seram with the 
viſcid Serum, produces the Lambago, Rhev- 
matiſms, Inflammations, Apoplexics, Quin- 
ſies, Pleuriſie.

The Scurvy oft ends in Melancholy, and 
Obſtructions of the Spleen and Sadaeſs;

The Scurvy belongs to certain Countries, 
by reaſon of the Sea-ſalt Air, hot Diet of 
ſtrong Drinks, ſalt Diet, Sea- Water, Sea-Fiſh, 
and Pork; or other putrid Meats, as Cheeſe: 
We obſerve, that they are moſt ſubject to 
the Scurvy, Who eat Milk and raw Fruits, 
and live on a Phlegmatic Diet. By theſe 
Obſcrvations *ris evident, that the ſcorburic 
Serum is a hot Humor, bred from a hot Di- 
et, by a frequent and quick Circulation. 

All ſweet things, as Honey and Sugar, 
ferment too much, and breed W ind in the 
Scorbuticks. 

The Acrids and bitteriſh are the beſt An- 
tiſcorbuticks, becauſe they help the Secreti- 
on of the ſalt Serum, and ſo do the watery 
Liquors, and dilute its ſaltneſs. 

Ekuuw whether any Symptom belongs 
to the Scurvy, by obſerving the ſmall une- 
qual Pulſe ; fo the ſcorbutic Pains and Fe- 
vers are known by comparing them with

The Pulſe in the Fits of the Gout, is 
quick, frequent, and great. 


HE matter of the Gout is a Sa//+- Acid 

Serum Which is apt to coagulate into 
Chalk Stones, and this is drove into the 
Glands of the Joints by an Efferveſcence in 
the Blood. | 

Hippocrates obſery'd that the Gout had a 
Fever join'd with it, and that the Blood was 
corrupted in the Gout by Pztarte (that is 
fizy Serum) and Bile, or hot Cacochymia of 
acrid and ſalt Humours. 

On this Fever the defluxion of Humours 
thro? the mucous Glands of the Joints does 
depend, which ſwells, inflames, and com- 
preſſes the Membranes about the Joints, 
and cauſes great Pain, Heat, high colour'd 
Water, want of Sleep, Thirſt, Nauſeoul- 
neſs, Laſſitude. The Fever preceeds the 
Gout-Pain a day or two, the Fever and Pains 
worſt towards Night, and better in the 
Morning; the Water is uſually pale in the 

inning of all ſerous Defluxions ; the Gout 
generally begins in February, and the Vi 
gour — Horror ſhew the Gout- Fever. 
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- This joint-Fever happens Spring and Fall, 
and aſcally laſts 6 weeks before the ſalt Se- 


rum is naturally evacuated by Urine and 
Sweat. | 

"Wharſvever excites an Efferveſcence by 
accelerating the Pulſe, produces the deflu- 
xion in the weakned Membranes, ſuch is 
Intemperance, changes of the Year, and 


Weather, Paſhons, ſuppreſſion of Evacua- 


tions by Menſes, Piles, Sweat, or Urine, hot 
Baths, much-Exercife. 

The Pulſe is great, frequent, and quick, 
during the Efterveſcence and Pain, and this 
Pulſe indicates the Bleeding and Evacua- 
tions, cool Diet,. Abſtinence, and Opiates, 
which are uſually preſcrib'd in Ephemers's, 
and Abſtinence from fermented Liquors eſpe- 
cially, 
Bleed in the beginning of the Fit in you 
Men, and repeat it, and {paringly, in o 
Men; the Serum appears ſizy and bilious in 
the Gout. 

We muſt not purge during the Efferve- 
cence for 14 days, but give Glyſters, leave 
all Fleſh and fermented Liquors, and uſe a 
thin cooling Diet, ſuch are Broths, Sacks» 
whey and juice of Limons, Wood-drinks, 
Gruels, Barks, Broths ; theſe dilute the ſalt

All hot Baths injure the Arthritic, but the

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'The Old Writers imagined that the 
Gouty Humour was Cold, and wanted Dj. 
geſtives, which occaſioned the uſe of too 
many hot Medicines to preſerve from the 
Gout, and ſome Moderns ſuppoſe it an Acid 
Humour, for which they preſcribe too ma- 
ny teſtacious Medicines, and Salts; but the 
immediate Cauſe is a ſalt Humour, ſuch as 
is in the Scurvy, which is produced at firſ 
by an exceeding quick Pulſe, great and fre- 
quent, which is uſually the immediate Cauſe 
of the ſalt Cacochymia, but in time that 
degenerates into the weak, ſmall, frequent, 
Scorbutic Pulſe. Sydenham ſuppoſes the 
Gouty Humour to be from Indigeition, but 


this is only the effects of the Gouty Humour, 


and he confeſſes it a nidorous Crudity, 
which all Phyſicians will ſay is an over Di. 


geſtion, and is to be cured and prevented by 


cool Medicines, and not by hot Electuaries, 
of Acrids and Aromatics and Bitters ; and 
he acknowledges that Wine and all terment- 
ed Liquors are injurious to the Gouty, 
which is a clear Proof that 'tis not an ind.

This Diſeaſe depends on a great rarefa- 
Qion of bilious Blood and acrid Spirits, and 
indicates the condenſation of them. 

The Delirium, the Vigilie are Signs of 
rarified Spirits, as well as their violent Acti- 
ons, Reſtleſneſs, Convulſions, the great 
heat of the Body, redneſs of Face, Pain in 
the Head, burning Fever. 

The Pulſe is oppreſs'd by Blood in the 
Head, and the Reſpiration is great and rare, 
and they perceive no Thirſt. | 

The Cauſes of this Diſeaſe produce Ra- 
refaction of Humors, as Anger, bilious 
Temper, Youth, Paſſions, external Hear, 
Surfeirs, Contuſions, Wounds of the Head, 
the Tranſlation of a Fever to the Head, or 
other Inflammations, as in the Quinzy, 
Fleuriſie, to which the Phrenzy ſucceeds.

In pains of the Head from a Hyſterical 
Convulſive Wind, the Pulſe is Hytterical, 
and not like that in Inflammations ; theſe 
pains require Hyſterical Medicines, ſpirit 
of Sal Armoniac in a Glaſs of Water, to 
help the ſmall Pulſe, and Opiates to check 
the frequency.

His Pulſe is the immediate Cauſe of 

the Hyſteric and Hypochondriac Va. 
pors and Paſſions, and all the Symptoms 
may be deduc'd from this Pulſe, and the 
Cauſes which produce this Pulle produce 
this Diſeaſe. 

The Symptoms in the Nerves are an ir- 
regular motion of Spirits, with Giddineſs, 
Sleepineſs, a general Laſſitude, tingling or 
noiſe in the Ears, ſparkling in the Eyes, f- 
- flation in the Head. 

In the Fit, choaking, loſs of Speech, ſet- 
ting of the Teeth, palpitation of the Heart, 
the Diaphragm is convulſed downward 
which forces out the Belly; in the Head 
there is a Delirium, with laughter or cry- 
ing, ſome are ſenſible, others not, and they 


have convulſive motions in the Breaſt, Head 


and Belly, by which we may diſcern that 

hyſteric Fits are an inward Eplileply. 
The Pulſe in the Fit is low, ſtop'd or in- 

termits and trembles, becauſe the Conyul- 


ſion conſtringes the Muſcles of the Heart,

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or ſhakes them; the Muſcles of the Belly 
or Diaphragm are alternately contracted, 
and in the declination of the Fits, the Body 
grows Warm» the Colour returns, the Eyes 
open, and they ſigh, and are fleepy after 
che Fits.

By all theſe Symptoms tis evident, that 
Hyſterical Fits are ſeated in the Nerves,and 
were at firſt produc'd by a violent motion 
ol the Spirits; for the Spirits of the Hyſte- 

rical are fiery and over-rarify'd, which pro- 
duces a quick and frequent Circulation and 
Pulſe, and from this violent motion of the 
Humors, an Atrabilis is produc'd in the 
Blood, which is a mixture of bitter Acrid, 


and a volatile Acid, and this circulating 


thro' the Brain with high rarify'd Spirits, 
produces all the Convulſions attending this 
Diſeaſe. 

The firſt diſturbance of the Spirits is 
from Frights, great Paſſions, Sadneſs, of- 
tealive Smells; and by theſe the Spirits are 
over-rarify'd and become windy, and reſt- 


leſs, and fome Paſſion fixes an Idea on the 


Mind,on which the Hyſterical always ſtudy. 

The ſuppreſſion of the Menſtrua, or Semen 
raiſe the Pulſe, and produce a quicker and 
frequent Circulation, and produces an Atra 
b1ls, with which, or ſome Particle of pu- 
trid Blood, the Spirits are infected, and the 
Hyſterical Convulſions are produc'd by it ;

but it the Diſeaſe be very great and exceeds 
the ſtrength, the Pulſe has an inequality 
and ſtrong tenſion, and is lefs, more lan- 
guid, ſlow and rare; but if it exceeds the 
ſtrength very much, *tis languid, ſmall and 
frequent. 

From the Pulſe and its Cauſes, the hot

Not only the Contenta and Continentia 
muſt be deſcribd, but alſo the Impetam fa- 
ent iam, whoſe Effects are ſenſible, though 
their Subſtance is not. 

The Solid Parts of the Body ariſe from 
the Nerves and Membranes, and are vaſ- 
cular, containing particular Humors. 


All Parties will agree in their Semeiotica, 


becauſe the Signs of Diſeaſes, and their 
Cauſes, may be taken from the Pulſe, and 
alſo the Part affected, if we adapt the Chi- 
ee places of their fix Pulſe, into this new 
Shagmologia; and with the Chineſe we may 
view all ſenſible Qualities in the Skin, and 
evident Actions alter'd to confirm our Judges 
ments by the Pulſe. 

The great Excellency of the Chineſe Art is, 
That they can by feeling of the Pulſe, dif- 
cern the Part affected; but the Europeans 
are forc'd to inquire after it by its Quali- 
ties, Actions or Excretions. I cannot but 
particularly eſteem the Chineſe Art, becaufe

That the Pulſe in tlie Left Arm is greatet 
and ſtronger than in the Right, the reaſon 
of .which I find is, becauſe the Artery in 
the Right riſes higher from the Aorta, nw 
the right Carotid Artery, and in the Lek 
from the Aorta directly againſt the Courſ: 
of Blood, flowing from the left Ventricle d 
the Heart. 

Highmore has this Obſervation, Pa!ſi + 
hementia & magnitudo in carpo dextro, tun 
perfecte inquiri nequeant ; which he imputs 
to the riſe of that Subclavian Artery. 

The Pulſe in both Arms is equal, 28 
Celerity and Frequency, and differs only in 
Strength and Greatneſs. 

Into the Left there is a great ſtream of 
Blood injected, and with a greater force; 
and hence it is, that ſuch Diſeaſes depend on 
the greatneſs and ftrength of the Pulſe, mult 
appear moſt in the Left Arm, as Fevers, Ia. 
flammations, Pains, Defluxions, and theſe 
always obſerve in-the ſecond place of the 
Left Arm, under the ſecond Finger. 

In the Pulſe of each Arm there are dif 
rent Appearances to any one who touches 
them with three Fingers, occaſion'd by th: 
different ſituation of the Arteries, and the 
different quantity. of Blood injected, and by 
the different force or ictus of the Blood in-

is above the noun, and under the firſt Fin- 


ger, the Artery riſes up into the Hand, and 
it lics ſomething hollow from the Bone ; and 
this makes the Pulſe appear like the flowing 
of Water violently from a Pipe, which the 
(bizeſe call exundant, and the Europeans 
great and vehement ; and 1n this firſt place 
the Blood meets with ſome reſiſtance, by 
its riſing into the Hand, and being near the 
Extremities of 1ts Conical Circuit, whick 
gives it a check in its Motion, and that 
makes it appear greater; ſo in an Obſtructi- 
on by an Inflammation, the Artery appears 
to throb by a great and vehement Pulſe. 

That a ſtop in the Pulſe makes it more 
evident, we may caſily prove, by ſtopping 
the Pulſe in the firſt place by the Finger, 
and then *tis moſt evident in the middle; 
and if it be ſtop'd in the middle, 'tis moſt 
evident under the third Finger, or third 

lace : The Blood meets with a reſiſtance as 
it paſſes into the N Arteries, Which 
makes the Pulſe appear higher or lower in 
the Arm, according to the different forces 
of the Heart. 

In the ſecond Place of the Left Arm, un- 
der the ſecond Finger, placd below the 
Bone of the Wriſt, - the Artery lies ſtreight 
along the Bone, and appears when preſt by 
the Finger, chorde = ſimilis, or long and 
ſmall; and in this Pulſe the Blood is a * 
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tle ſtop'd by the Bone on the Wriſt, which 
makes this Pulſe more evident, as well « 
by its reverberation from the Bone. 

Tn the third Place the Artery lies lower 
thaa in the reſt, and more cover'd by the 
Muſcles from the rhird Finger, and has ng 
check or ſtop to raiſe it, and this makes that 
Pulſe to appear Profundus, ſmall and low. 

'Tis certain the Blood comes to this third | 
Place with more force than to the other, 
becauſe *tis nearer to the Heart, but it wants 
a reverberating ſtop to make it more evi. 
dent, and appear greater. 

There is the ſame ſituation of the Arte 
in the Right Arm, and the fame three Plz 
ces muſt be obſerv'd for the Pulſe; but ſince 
the Blood is injected with leſs force, and in 
leſs quantity, the ſeveral places of the Pulſe 
in the right Arm muſt differ in their Ap- 
pearances to the Touch, from thoſe in the 
left, and each place will differ in degree of 
greatneſs. 

In the firſt place of the Pulſe in the right, 
under the firſt Finger, above the Bone, the 
Pulſe will appear leſs exundant, or as the 
Chineſe call it, Natans, like the ſwimming. 
of Wood in Water, or a Feather in the Air, 
ard this the Europeans may call undous, ot 
great and ſoft. 

In the ſecond place below the Bone, and 
under the ſecond Finger, the Pulſe appears 
remiſs, not ſo tenſe as a Chordee, nor ſo 


ſtrong and high, this is long and ſoſt Is 
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In the third place, under the third Fin- 
er, the Pulſe is Profundus, or ſmall and 
low, as in the Left Arm. 

By an exceeding Circulation all the ſeve- 
ral Pulſes in both Arms will appear greater, 
and quicker, and more frequent; by a defi- 
cient Circulation all the mention'd Pulſes in 
both Arms moſt appear ſmaller, more rare, 
and ſlow, and the exceeding Pulſe will ap- 

r moſt evidently. in the Left, and the 
deficient in the Right Arm. 

In an exceeding Circulation the great 
Heat ſtimulates the Heart to a violent Con- 
traction, which carries the Blood to the 
firſt place; in a deficient Circulation the 
Stimulus is leſs, and carries the Blood no far- 
ther than the middle place, with ſufficient 
force to produce that Pulſe, or elſe in a 
lower degree to the loweſt place, ſo as to 
make the Puiſe moſt evident there, and 
but little in the upper places. | 

By the five Pulſes abovemention'd the 
Chineſe obſerve the place affected by a great, 
moderate or ſmall Circulation, 

Note, That in the place of both Arms 
which is againſt the high Bone of the Wriſt, 
the Pulſe appears moſt evidently, and in 
the Left ſhews the greateſt heat of the 
Liver, and in the Right the Temper of the 
Stomach, according to the Chineſe.

culation, being ſtopped in particular Places;

that way as in moſt Deliriums ; or a criti 
cal ebullition of Blood tranſmits ſome Hu- 
mor from the general Circulation, as in 
malignant Fevers, and the ſame may be 
the cauſes of the other particular Circula- 
tions being diſorder'd, and external Heat 
and Pain were always obſery'd to draw 
Humors to any part.

cannot but obſerve that tis a defect in 
the Account of the Chineſe Pulſes, that no 
Author has yet deſcrib'd their Pulſe in all 
Diſeaſes, but I have collected what I could 
out of Cleyer's Account; and I muſt farther 
obſerve, that the Europeans have not yet 
fully deſcrib'd the Pulſes in all Diſeaſes, and 
the alterations of them by different Cau- 
ſes and Symptoms, as well as the numbers 
of the Pulſe. 

I muſt further obſerve, that the Chineſe 
oft break their own Rules, when they take 
the Pulſes in one Circulation to * 
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Diſeaſes in a different; but the proper Put: 
ſes of Diſeaſes ought to be found in the 
place relating to that circulation, as to the 
manner of the circulation and their twelve 
ways of the Calor Primo enius, and humi. 
dum Radicale, (which is a . Deſcri 
tion of the Veins and Arteries, and their 
branches, to explain their circulation) and 
the enmity and friendſhip of the Pulſes to 
one another; I take them to be a curious 
abſurdity. | 

The ; nn perfection of the Chineſe-Art, 
is to find out the place affected. This they 
have ingeniouſly attempted, tho? for want 
of Anatomy they have writ obſcurely, 

Galen boaſts in his Book De Dignoſcendi 
Pulſibus, chap. 2. That he and his Diſciples 
oft told the part affected by the Pulſe, be- 
fore they look'd on it, and the Cauſes which 

receeded, and the preſent Symptoms. 


This is the great glory of this Art, and that 


Phyſician who can attain it by his dili- 
gence in feeling the Pulſe, will be moſt ad- 
mired, and confided in by his Patients, be- 
cauſe he can diſcover the part affected, the 
antecedent Cauſes, and the external vi- 
tious Regimen, without inquiring any 
thing. | 

The beſt Method I know is that mixed 
of the European and Chineſe, which.is 
thus. |

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The Arteries of the Body may be divid- 1 
ed into the trunk of the Aorta, and alſo into 14 
its aſcending, or deſcending Branches. | 

The Pulſe Arteries are to be reckoned | 
among the aſcending Branches, becauſe they 
riſe from the Subelavians. 

The right Carotis ariſes with the Sabcla- 
vieu from the Aorta, and is united for a 
mall ſpace with it : The left Subclavian Ar- 
tery is coupled to the Cervical Artery, and 
lefs in the Diameter than the other ; the 
right Subclavian is larger, and riſing higher | 
goes a more direct way to the right Arm, | 
the left is the leſs, and riſing longer, aſcends 
more obliquely towards the left Arm. 

Beſides the Subclavians the Carotid and 
Cervical Arteries, muſt be reckoned amon 
the aſcending Branches; and ſince the In- 
tertoſtal, which is called Superior, ariſes from 
| the Sabclavian, as well as the Mammariæ, &c. 

theſe alſo muſt be reckoned among the 
aſcending Branches, 

Since the Pulſe-Arteries ariſes betwixt the 
Cephalic and Thoracic circulations, they 
muſt diſcover when the Blood runs too fal 
or ſlow into either of them. 

But that Pulſe-Artery which is neareſt to 
the great courſe of Blood thro? the Aorta, 
and ariſes betwixt the aſcending and 
deſcending branches of the Aorta, will 
will beſt diſcover the general Circulation 
thro' the Aorta, as the left Subclavian which 
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goes to that Pulſe in the left Arm; as there 
are two circulations in the Branches above 
the Aorta, ſo there are two circulations in 
the lower Branches, the one in the Cel, 
and the other thro' the Renal and Illiac Ar. 

teries, and the Spermatic and Uterine, 
The Diſeaſes in theſe ſeveral Circulations 
are thus diſcovered by the Pulſe in the Wriſt. 
If the Blood circulates too faſt thro? the 
Arteries in general, and the trunk the Aorta, 
then the Blood is projected farther in all the 
Arteries, and conſequently in that of the 
Wriſt, and the Pulſe will appear very ex- 
undant above the middle place of the Pulſe; 
but if the general circulation runs too low, 
it will appear moſt below the middle place 
of the Pulſe, ſince in perfect Health the 
Pulfe appears molt in the middle place in the 
left Arm: And in this manner we muſt firſt 
diſcover the general ſtate of the circulation, 
and the antecedent Cauſes of Diſcaſes, which 
are mentioned in the Via Hepatis,and wemult 
count the numbers of this Pulſe to diſcern 
whether the Diſeaſe is produc'd by exceeding 
or deficient Pulſes, or whether the Blood be 
rarified or condenſed, or have hot or coldCi- 
chymia's ; but by the four other Circulation 
we muſt diſcern where the Cacochy miafixes.

If the deſcending trunk of the Aorta be 
compreſs'd, a greater quantity of Blood paſ- 
ſes into the Carotides and Thoracic Arteries, 
25after full Meals and in the Dropſie, and 
then alſo a greater quantity paſſes into the 
Arteries of the Pulſe, and makes the Pulſe 
greater above the middle place of the left and 
ght Arm. 
t if the deſcending trunk be roo much 
dilated, the great quantity runs into the 
two lower Circulations, and then the Pulſe 
appears remiſſus in the middle of the right, 
or profundus in the loweſt place, and then 
the Blood is deficient in the upper circula- 
tions, and the Pulſes in the upper place of 
the Pulſe deficient. 

If the protrufion of Blood be ſtopt in 
the Carotid Arteries, it will How more into 
the Thoracic and Pulſe-Arteries, as appears

I call this Circulation the moſt flow, be- 
cauſe fartheſt from the Pump of the Heart; 
and the Blood moves ſlow' thro? the Semind 
Veſſels, becauſe of their Contorſion ; it 
moves {low thro? the Iliac becauſe the Ve- 
locity decreaſes by the ſeveral branches ſent 
forth in its paſſing to the end of the 16, 
and becauſe of its difficult reflux from the 


I will give an inſtance of my method of t 
fading out the Diſeaſe by feeling 4 1 
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Pulſe in an Hamoptoe, which is a Diſeaſe in 
the Thoracic Circulation, 

In the middle place of the left Arm I ob- 
ſerved a great, ſoft, quick, and frequent 
Puiſe, which by the Pulſe-Watch run 98 
heats in a Minute, and therefore this Di- 
ſeaſe depends on an exceeding Pulſe, and a 
great rarifaction of Blood, which is the an- 
tecedent Cauſe of the Diſeaſe ; and ſince the 
Pulſe is an exceeding Pulſe, the external 
Cauſes of it muſt be the hot Regimen ; as 
hot Air, hot Baths, hot Diet, great Exer- 
ciſe, great Paſſion, ſuppreſſion of Evacua- 
tion ; ſome of theſe rarified the Blood, and 
were the external Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. In 
this Diſeaſe the part affected was diſcovered, 
by conſidering that the general Circulation 
tended towards the upward branches of the 
Aorta, which I found by the exundancy of 
the Pulſe in the left Arm in the firſt place 
of the Pulſe; and I found that the Thoracic 
Circulation was moſt afſected by the Pulſe, 
great, ſoſt, and frequent in the firſt place of 
the right Arm. | 

The Symptoms of the Diſeaſe I deduced 
from an exceeding Circulation, as the Head- 
ach, Thirſt, Fever; but the Pain in the Breaſt 
depended alſo on the ſtagnation of the Blood 
in the Thoracic Veſſels, which hinders the re- 
flux and efflux of the Blood, and deprives 
the Pulſe and Heart of ſufficient Blood 8 
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fill them; and this vacuity we know by the 
ſoft Pulſe, which the Chizeſe deſcribe by the 
feeling the ſtalk of an Onion full without 
and empty within. My Rule, in ſhort, is this 

1. Feel the ſecond place in the leſt Arm 


to know the greatneſs and ſtrength of the 


general Circulation, and if it tends towards 
the upward place, which the Chiziſe call 


the place of the Calor Primigeniis, "tis x 


Diſeaſe in the upper branches of the Ao; 
but if the Pulſe ſeem to tend more to the 
third place of the Pulſe, 'tis a Diſeaſe in 
the branches deſcending of the Aorta, which 
the Chineſe call the place of the Humidam 
Radicale. Thus we find which way the 
general Circulation tends upwards or down- 
wards in Diſeaſes. | 

2. The tendency of the general Circula- 
tion being obſerved, and the antecedent 
and evident Cauſes being deduced from it; 
the next Thing to be obſerved, is the part 
affected by the Pulſes altered in the ſere- 
ral Circulations, and we ' muſt find that by 
examining the Pulſes of the Cephalic or Pul- 
monic Circulations; if the tendency be up- 
wards, or that of the Celiac or Renal Cir- 
culation, if the tendency of the general Cir- 
culation be downwards. 

I confeſs this Method requires ſome Ex- 
perience to know what we feel, and what 
to call each Pulſe; but by the Scheme ! 
have given of the exceeding and deficient 


Pultes | 
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pulſes in each Circulation, it is made eaſie; 
and ſince no Art can be obtained without 
Induſtry and Practice, the Phyſician can ne- 


ver learn the Art of feeling the Pulſe, and 


diſcovering the part affected, but by lon 
Obſervation and Experience, and he mul 
uſe the Chineſe Rules for feeling the Pulſe,

The Phyſician muſt be Healthful, Faſting, 
free from Cares, and take a reaſonable time 
to feel the Pulſe in both Arms; and the 
patient muſt be Faſting, and his Arm plac'd 
on a Pillow with the Hand upwards, and we 
muſt apply three Fingers of the right Hand 
to the Patient's left, and thoſe of the left 


| to the Patients right, one Finger above the 


bone of the Wriit, the ſecond below, and 
the third next to it; and we mult not expect 
the ame Pulſes after Opiates and Evacua- 
tions, as before, and ſome Symptoms alter 
the Pulſe of a Diſeaſe. 

The Phyſician muſt meaſure the Pulſe by 
his own Reſpiration, there being naturally 
3 or 5 Pulſes to one Reſpiration. | 

I meaſur'd the Arteries in Dr. Drake's 
Anatomy with Compaſſes Tab. XX. and 
found the diſtance from the Aorta cut off 
from the Heart, to the baſis of the Head, 
mm fourteen parts or degrees of my Ru- 
er.

The Heart injects the Blood with the 
ſame contraction and force towards all parts 
alike, and thoſe upper parts which are near 
to the Aorta required the greateſt force to 
carry the Blood to them, and thro” their 
Circulations,becauſe of their ſituation above 
the Heart; for this reaſon the Blood is car- 
ried into the Head, and thro? that Circula- 
tion with the greateſt force, and therefore 
was placed bur 14 degrees from the Aorta. 
The Pulſe in the firſt place of the left Arm, 
is a ſign of the greateſt force of the Heart, 
and is the Exundant and Cephalic Pulle ; 
and in that place we muſt look for the Di- 
ſeaſes in the Cephalic Circulation, when it 
runs too faſt or flow. 

There is a Pulſe in all the Arteries of the 
Head, (as we perceive by the Pulſes in the 
Temples) and if that be naturally great at 
the baſis of the Head 14 degrees {rom the 
Aorta, When the Pulſe of the Heart 1s pre- 
ternaturally greater, that Pulſe muſt go one 
degree farther into the Head; and at the 


ſame time the Pulſe which runs naturally 
: | an 
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in Health 36 degrees in the teft Arm, but 
by a greater Pulſe of the Heart muſt be 
carried in the Artery of the Arm, a degree 
arther to the firſt place of the Pulſe, and 
make it appear above the bone of the Wrilt, 
exundant, or great and vehement; for the 
the Pulſe there rifes into the Hand, and 
meets the great reſiſtance, and therefore 
appears great in that place, as well as in 
the ſecond place below the Bone, where 
it naturally appears great by the reſiſtance 
of the Bone. 

Not only the ſmall diſtance of the Head 
from the Heart, makes the circulation more 
violent into the Head, but alſo the riſe of 
the Cephalic Arteries in the beginning of 
the Aorte. 

The Arteries in the Thoracic circulation 
ariſes from the Subelavian Arteries, as the 
Intercoſtal, Mammariz, and Arteria Brouc hi- 
ali, and ſome other Intercoſtal Arteries from 
the deſcendent Trunk of the Aorta. 

Since the Origin of theſe Arteries are 
more diſtant from the beginning of the 
Aorta (where the force of the Blood is 
greateſt) than the Cephalic Arteries, the 
Blood will run with a lefs force thro' them, 
than thro' the cephalic Circulation, in a 
natural and healthful ſtate of the Thoracic 
Circulation; and fince the Pulſe we obſerve 
in the right Arm, in the firſt place, is not ſo 
great as in the firſt place of the left, becauſe 

: Mg. . 8 3 6: ES, the 
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the Artery of the right riſes farther from 


the Head of the Aorta than that in the leſt 


The Chineſe have appropriated this Pulſe, 
to ſhew the leſs force of the Circulation 
thro' the Lungs and Breaſt, and this they 
call Natans; and when the Heart is preter. 
naturally moved with a greater or lets con. 
traction, upon account of the Diſeaſes in the 
Thoracic Circulation, the Diſeaſes will ap. 
pear in this place of the Pulſe. 

Tho the diſtance betwixt the Aorta and 
Dzaphragm be but 13 degrees, yer tnis cir. 
culation running thro all the parts of the 
Thorax, which is larger than the capacity 
of the Head very much: The Thorac 
Circle is twice as large as the Cephalic, and 
the Blood muſt move ſlower in it, becauſe 
of the Original diſtance of their Arteries, 
as well as largneſs of the Circle. 

But fince the Cephalic and Thorac 
Circles are neareſt to the Heart, they mult 
be moſt affected by an excceding Circulz- 
tion, and leaſt by a deficient. 

The Arteries of the Celia: Circulation 
ariſe more diſtant from the beginning of th: 
Aorta, then the Thoracic and Cephalic 
teries, and therefore the Blood is 1njectc! 
thro? them with leſs force, when the Cir 
culation is natural; and becauſe the Blood 
comes into the right Arm with leſs force ſo 
far as the middle place, the Chineſe have ap- 
propriated the Cæliac Circulation to the +: 
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ſes that are in the middle place, which they 
call the Remiſſus, or ſoft and low; and here 
the Diſeaſes of the Via Stomachi appear in 
exceeding and deficient Circulations that 
he! he Renal and Illiac Arteries ariſe moſt 
diſtant from the Origin of the Aorta; and 
therefore the Blood is injected through them 
with the leaſt force; and ſince in both Arms 
in the third place the Pulſe appears leaſt, 
the Chineſe have appropriated the third 
place for the Pulſe of the . . or loweſt 
Circulation, and 'tis whilſt that Circulation 
is healthful, prefundus. 

Note, That the Circulation thro' the 
Fleſh and Skin is remote from the Heart, 
and runs flow, and has the Pulſe Profun- 
dus. 

Since the Hliac, and Celiac Circulations 
are largeſt, and the Blood runs flower in 
them; rheſe muſt be ſooneſt affected by de- 
ficient Pulſes and Circulations, and leaſt by 
the Exceſſive. 

In a natural healthful Circulation the 
Blood runs 36 degrees in the left Arm to 
the middle place of the Pulſe, called CHordæ 
tenſe ſimilis, or great and high in appear- 
ance to the touch; it the Hearts contraction 
excceds and is greater, the chief appearance 
of the Pulſe will be in the firſt place, be- 
cauſe the Blood muſt run a degree faſter and 
larther, and the appearance of the Pulſe 


moves 
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moves with it to 37 degrees in the A- 
but if the Heart moves wer the 11 
ance of the Pulſe will be lower in the third 
degree, and the place of the Pulſe will ap- 
pear at 35 degrees in the Arm. 

Note, That the reſiſtance in à conical 
Tube, and the riſing of the Pulſe into the 
Hand, makes the appearance of the pulſe 
to vary its place according as the Blood s 
Injected by a different force; with a greater 
force it appears in the upper place, with a 
leſs in the lower. 

We may, by conſidering the difference of 
the three preſſures, gueſs at the particular 
place of the Diſeaſe ;, if we find the Pulie 
great and vehement we preſs it leaſt, but 
may gueſs that the Circulation runs thro? 
the Capillaries and Superficies of any part. 
If the Pulſe be moderate we uie a moderate 
preſſure, and find the Blood runs moderate» 
ly in the greater Veſſels ; but it the Pulſe 
be weak and low, we uſe the greateſt preſ- 
ſure to feel it, and find the Circulation 1s 
ſmall and weak and decaying. 

I have given an Account of the protru- 
ſion of the Blood thro? the Arteries in dit- 
ferent Streams and Celerities; and it will 
not be Impertinent to obſerve the force con- 
trived to help its return, which alters the 
Pulſe. From the Head it is forced back hy 


the contraction of the Sinus in the Brain, 


and by the Pulſatory Motion of the Arteries, 
as 
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as well as by its own weight, like Water in 


a Siphon. 1 
From the Veins in the Thorax the Blood 


is protruded by the reſpiratory motion of the 
hora. 

F From the Celiac and Meſenteric Veins the 
Blood is protruded by the depreſſion of the 
Diaphragm, and contraction of the Maſcles 
of the Belly; and alſo the Veins have a 
pulſation in the Porta, as thoſe in the Head 
have for the help of the Circulation thro the 
Liver. ; 

The Renal and Iliac Circulation has the 
help of the preſſure of the reſpiratory Mo- 
tions, but in the Legs the voluntary Motion, 
and tone of the Parts and Valves, help the 
reflux from the Legs, and in them for want 
of ſufficient force, the Circulation firſt de- 
cays in the Legs, next in the Celiac Arteries, 


after in the Cephalic and Thoracic, and the 


Heart moves laſt by reaſon of its peculiar 
Circulation thro? the Coronary Arteries. 

The motion of the Lymph is joined with 
the Blood thro? the Arteries, but the return 
of the Blood and Lympha are in ſeparate 
Veſſels; and the cauſe which helps the re- 
flux of the Blood, helps that of the Chyle 
and Ly»pha thro' the ſame Veſſels, eſpecial- 
ly the reciprocal motion of the reſpiratory 
Muſcles about the Belly.

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Afſlow return of the Blood cauſes 2 rr. 
Pulſe; the Blood cools and condenſes by: 
flow motion, and ſtimulates little, which 
renders the Pulſe flow and ſmall; the ire. 
gular unequal reflux makes the Pulſe une. 
qual, and a Sy»cope is produc'd if the re. 
turn ſtops, as well as if it returns too faſt; 

the reflux of the Blood is deficicat when 
any of the forces above-mentioned are dc. 
cient; the Blood regurgitates in the or, 
and irritates the Heart to intercurrent or un- 
equal Pulſes, as the Diocrotus.

Some Remarks upon the other Parts of the 


Chinele Art, to ſhew which we muſt 
retain, and which we muſt reject, 


Have above mentioned the ſix Pulſes, 
naturally appearing in the fix Places; 
ind ſince we have in Europe no Names for 
S the Natural Pulſes, we mult retain the Chi- 
re: As to the exceeding and deficient Pul- 
ſes, they differ very little; but becauſe the 
European Names are moſt known to us, we 
mult retain our own, and reject the Chineſe 
Names, 

The Chixeſe obſerve theſe Vices in the 
Pulſes ; the upper Pulſe will ſhift down in- 
to the place of the middle Pulſe, or a lower 
Pulſe into an upper Place: The firſt is Viti- 
um repletionis, that is, a greater and fuller 
Pulſe than naturally; and the other is Viti- 
um vacui, that is, a ſmaller and ſofter Pulſe 
happens than naturally. The Vitiam exi- 
{4114t4 15, when a Pulſe invades the other, 
which is not ſo ſtrong. The Vitium latro- 
£1714 15, when one Pulſe is inconſiſtent with 


another,as the Pulſe of the Heart and Reins,

IT having accomodated the Pulſes of the 
Chineſe and Europeans, I will now proceed 
to the conſidering the Circulation. 

As to the Chineſe Vie or manner of their 
Circulation of their Calor Primogenius, and 
Humidum Radicale, we mult reject it, and 
ſtick to our Anatomy, which has diſcover. 
ed the true Circulation to us, and by that 
we find how a Diſeaſe may circulate from 
the Head to the lower Circulations; fo a 
ſharp and viſcid Lympha may circulate 
from the Head, where it occaſions a Defiu- 
x10n and Inflammation down the Jugulars 
to the Heart, and thence be tran{mited 
thro? the Thoracic Circle, and thence to the 
Celiac Arteries, or Renal, or Iliac Circle, 


and there the fame Humour may produce + 
Pains, Strangury, or Gout ; and not on ©* Th 
Diſeaſes, but all Cacochymia's, may Cc1rcu: 00 
late either upwards or downwards, as the 101 


general Circulation tends; and we nete 
not 
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not the 12 imaginary Ways of the Chineſe, 
to explain the tranſmiſſion of Humours or 
Diſeaſes. 

I will next conſider how to accomodate 
the European and Chineſe Cacochymia's, 
which are ill deſcrib'd by the Chineſe as to 
their Original, who attribute them to the 


five Members; but the Europæans know 


their natural riſe is from the Secretory 
Glands, and from thence they are re-fended 
into the great Circulatory Veſſels with the 
(He, where they become the ſtimulus of 
particular Circulations; and we may agree 
with the Chineſe, that the Choleric Caco- 
chy mia appears moſt evidently in the Ce- 


phalic Circulation, Which is quickeſt and 


ſtrongeſt; and this Circulation ariſing im- 
mediately by its Arteries from the Heart, 
it was call d by them the Via Cordis: The 
ſalt Cacochymia moſt affects the Thoracic 
Circulation, which has a Celerity next to 
the Cephalic, and in this Region the ſalt 


Lympia 1s naturally ſecreted, or præterna- 


turally, tor which reaſon 'tis called Jia Pul- 
nonum. The Caliac Circulation is flower 
than the other two, and 1a that the pitui- 
tous Lympha is generated and ſecreted, as 
well as the Splenetic Acids, and this Cir- 
culation is called the Via Ventricali, &c. 

The Rexal and Celiac Circulations are 
molt ſlaw, and ſo is the Circulation thro?

Ince Reſpiration is a help to the Pulſe, 
8 in carrying on the Circulation of Blood 
in its reflux, and the ſecretion of Humors, 
and the mixture of the Chyle and Lym- 
phatic Serum with it, I thought it neceſſary, 
after having treated of the Pulſe, that I 
ſhould deſcribe the nature of the Reſpira- 
tion, and its true Cauſes and Uſes. 

The true efficient Cauſes of the Reſpira- 
tion are the Animal Spirits, which move the 
Muſcles of the Thorax upwards, and the

wards ; and there is alſo neceſſary © ks 
ſpiration a due diſpoſition in the Alf. Veel

Opinion ſeems to me very juſt, - That the 
Lungs have the Principle of their Motion 
from the Heart, that is from the Pul(- 
' which injects Blood into them, ſince a ho! 
great and frequent feveriſh Pulſe, makes 
the Reſpiration great, and feveriſh frequent, 
A ſlow and a rare Pulſe makes the Reſpira- 
tion ſlow and rare, and a moderate health- 
ful Pulſe makes the Reſpiration moderate 
and healthful ; and naturally in a health- 
ful Pulſe, which runs 70 beats in a Minute, 
we have 14 Reſpirations. The Chineſe ob- 
ſerve four or five Pulfes, in Health, to one 
Reſpiration, and they make the healchful 
Reſpiration of the DofAor, a meaſure for 
the Pulſes of the Patient, who allow 4 or 
5 Pulſes to one Reſpiration in Health ; and 
they account the Pulſe flow, if there be but 
three Pulſes in one Reſpiration, it but two 
Pulſes very flow, and a cool Circulation; 
but if there be ſix ictas of the Pulſe in one 
Reſpiration, they muſt be exceeding and 
frequent ; if ſeven, the Pulſe is very quick, 
and a violent Heat or Circulation ; aine 
ſmall ictus of the Pulſe indicate Death, in 
one Reſpiration, ten, more danger, 11 0r 
12, immediate Death. It

only one, they indicate Death ; in two Re-

The Chineſe direct us to obſerve 50, or 


45, Pulſes in 9 Reſpirations; if more, we 
are too hot or feveriſh, too cold, and they 
meaſure their general Circulation by the 
Reſpiration ; for in one, they ſay, the Blood 


Day, they obſerve 1 3500 Reſpirations. 
In Children of five Years Old, the Chi- 
xe/e obſerve the Pulſe, and meaſure it by the 
Reſpiration of the Phyſitian, and obſerve 
in Children of that Age, 66 Pulſes to one 
Reſpiration, in Health; 7 or 8 ſhew the 
exceeding Heat, 4 or 5 an exceſs of Cold, 
or a deficient Circulation, 
By theſe Inſtances, the dependance of the 
Reſpiration on the Pulſe is plainly prov'd, 
and the firſt Reſpiration was produc'd by , 
the ſhutting the Foramen Ovale after the 
Birth of the Fetus, and then the Circula- 
tion begins in the Lungs, and irritates an Ig- 
ſpiration. ; 
It is agreed by all, that there are fi 
Pulſes to one Reſpitation; the Reaſons of 
which is, becauſe in five Pulſes, at leaſt, 
hve Ounces of Blood is injected into the 
Lungs, which fills the Arteria Venoſa, and 
that quantity or weight was neceſſary to 
irritate the Lungs to an Inſpiration ; and as

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the motion of the Heart is altered by the 
different Tempers or ſecreted Humour of 
the Blood, ſo are alſo the reſpiratery Organs 
by the ſame differently moved ; and the 
Pulſe always, in Health, regulates the mo- 
tion of the Lungs, but in Diſcaſcs their 
actions are hindred, and become diſpropar. 

In a natural Inſpiration, I have obſery'd 
that the Inſpiration laſts three Pulſes, and 
the Expiration but two, becauſe the Inſpi- 
ration is difficult, and takes up more time 
naturally than the Expiration, which is 
more eaſie by the weight of the Viera 
hanging on the Diaphragm, and by the 
weight of the Thorax, and Atmoſphere, as 
well as the contraction of the Mulicles of the 
Belly, all which concur to the action of Ex. 
piration in a ſhorter time. To which I may 
add fome Muſcular Membranes of the Tra- 
chea and Lungs, but in Inſpiration the Tho- 
raæ is lift up, the Longs diſtended, and the 


Belly preſſed down, and outwards, by the 


Inſpiration, the Air is forc'd into the Lungs 
to fill the expanded Veſicale, and by the 
Expiration the Air joyned with ſome hot 


Fumes from the Blood, and the vapor of 


the Pulmonary Lympha ſeparated by the 
Glands there, are expelled; and this in the 


| firſt uſe of Reſpiration, to cleanſe the Lungs 


from Fumes, and admit the Air to diſtend 
them.

The conſtant influx of the Animal Spirits 
:1r0 the Muſcles deſign'd for Reſpiration, is 
the primary Cauſe of that action, like the 
ame Influx into the Muſcles of the Heart, 
and both Heart and Lungs are naturally and 
mechanically moved, but altered by the Ca- 
cochymia and Heat, 

There are two ceſſations of motion in 
Reſpiration, the External or the Quiet be- 
fore Inſpiration, and the Internal or the 
Quiet betwixt Inſpiration and Expiration, 
and this Quiet is obſerved to be proportion- 
able, or eurithmal in Health; but in Di- 
ſcaſes longer or ſhorter, the quiet before 
Inſpiration takes the time of three Pulſes, 
but betwixt Inſpiration and Expiration but 
one, in that Internal Quiet; but in many 
Diſeaſes the Inſpiration is finiſhed in one 
Pulſe, and the Expiration in another, and the 
Quiet is inconſiderable. | 

'T obſerve that I can hold my Breath in 
Expiration, the time of 15 Pulfes, and no 
longer, in which time one pound of Blood 
will paſs into the Lungs; but I cannot hold 
my Breath after Inſpiration above 5 Pulſes, 
or not half fo long as after Expiration ; and 
after holding the Breath expired, the next 
Inſpiration evidently accelerates the Pulſc. 
By this Obſervation the Inſpiration is moſt 
neceſlary to the Circulation. 

It was the Old miſtaken Opinion, that 
the chief Uſe of Reſpiration, was to admit 


_ the 
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the Air for the Generation of Animal Spi. 
rits ; and the Moderns ſtil retaining too 
much of this Error, that the Air is admit. 
ted into the Blood thro” the Lungs, fo 
which I could never apprehend à ſufficient 
Reaſon, for if the Air entered into the Veins 
of the Lungs that could not diſtend the 
Veſicule, and keep them inflated by a pair 
of Bellows, if it paſſed into the Veins, 
which the following Experiment contra. 
dicts. 

I cut both the Ventricles of the Heart open 
in a Sheep, and then put the Heart and 
Lungs under Water, as they arc naturally 
joined, and after I blew up the Lungs by 
Bellows, but could not perceive that any 
Air made bubbles in the Water, I another 
time pumped a Sheep's Lungs full of Wa- 
ter by a Hand-Engine, and they remained 
full for ſome time ; but the Water dropt out 
at laſt, thro' the Pores of the Skin; and 
theſe Experiments intimate, that neither 
Air or Water paſſes thro' the Lungs into 
the Veins, and if the Air ſhould pals that 
way, it would ſtop the Circulation thro" 
the ſmall Veſſels, as Air ſtops the courle of 
Water in Lead Pipes; beſides the Blood! has 
no need of Air from the Lungs, becaule all 
the globuli were filled with Air, when they 
acquired the nature of Chyle, and all Fluids 
fall of Air, and for theſe Reaſons I reject this 


Old Error. And it was alſo an Error * 
f the 


tion, which naturally perſpired either thro? 
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the Expiration ſerved only to expel Fumes, 
ſor that only ſerves to expel the Blood out 
of the Lungs, into the left Ventriculæ of the 
Heart. 

'Twas generally aſſerted, That when the 
Inſpiration was great and quick, that the 
Heat required it as a flabellum to the Heart; 


and if the Expiration was great and quick, 


the hot Fumes did abound, and. wanted 
Evacuation. | 

The ſaine was the erroneous Opinion 
about the Pulſe, that they and the Lungs 
diſtended themſelves to draw in the Air for 
Generation of the Spirits, and in their con- 
trations expelled their Fumes. 

That the Air was attracted by the Heart, 
was ſufficiently confuted by Galen, becauſe 
inthe cohibition of Breath the Animal is 
ſuFocated, and that does not alter the Pulſe, 
the venticulation of the inward Heat and 
Flame was Galen's Notion, but that is ſuffi- 
ciently refuted, becauſe the Animal has in- 
nate Heat before Reſpiration, and the Ga- 
leniſts knew not the Circulation which pro- 
duces the heat of Blood, nor that there was 
a Puiſe in the Embryo, before Reſpiration. 

The next natural Uſe of the Lungs is to 


mix the Chyle, Blood, and Lympha, in the 


Pneumonic Veſſels, and ro emit ſuch Fumes 
as ariſe from that mixture, and ſuch are ge- 
uerated in the Blood by frequent Circula-

ter, then blow into it by one of the Pipes, 
and leave the other open: I could not ga- 
ther above one grain in a Minute, which is 
but three ounces in a Day; this ſeem'd too 
little, and wants farther Experiments. 
Hut the principal Uſe of the Reſpiration 
is to promote the reflux of the Blood thro! 
the Vena Cava, and Porta, and the diitribu- 
tion of Chyle thro' the Lacteals; not only 
the Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, Stomach, Guts, 
and Kidneys, feel the depreſſion of the Dia- 
phragm in every Inſpiration, when it de- 
ſcends towards the Belly; but all the /iſcers 
are alſo forced back by the Muſcles of the 
Abdomen in every Expiration ; and by thele 
reciprocal Motions in every Refpiracion, all 
the Contents of the Belly are ſhaken and 
compreſſed, whereby the Blood in the Ports 
and Cava are preſſed forwards 10 the 
cart, 
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Heart, and the Secretion thro? the Liver, 
Spleen, Pancreas, Kidneys, and Glands of 
the Meſentery are promoted by this agita- 
tion; the return of the Lympha, and the 
cent of the Chyle, thro' the Thoracic 
Ducts is accelerated by the compreſſion on 
the Belly: This preſſure on the Veins was 
neceſſary, becauſe the Blood moves very 
low thro' the Circulation of the Belly, for 
the better Secretion of the ſlimy ſub-acid 
Ferment of the Prime Vie, and the Secretion 
of Fat, Choler, Splenetic, Acid, Pancreatic 
Juice, Urine. This preſſure alſo promotes 
the Periſtaltic Motion, and the Secretion of 
the Faces, and Urine, which is done by 
holding our Breath; and this preſſure is ve- 
ry great in Fits of the Mother, when the 
Diaphragm is violently convulſed down- . 
wards, and the Belly feels hard, and 'tis 
uſeful in Womens Labors. 

Tis certain, that Reſpiration is as neceſſa- 
ty to Life, as the Pulſe, ſince both pro- 
mote the Circulation and Secretion of Hu- 
mours, they have both the ſame Uſes ; they 
agree in their Cauſes, being moved by 
Muſcles, they are irritated by the Blood ac- 
cording to its different Quality. 

Calen de uſu pulſuum obſerves, That all 
Payſicians and Philoſophers did believe, that 
tne Pulſe and Reſpiration had the ſame uſe, 
the preſervation of innate Heat, and the

Vote, That the riſing and falling of tbe 
Pulſe and Reſpiration, depends on inward 
Cauſes, and but little on the Air or Wea- 
ther. In Cold, Froſt, or Snow, Rainy, 
and open Weather, I have obſerv'd bath 
high and low Numbers, tho* Cold ſeems to 
raiſe the Pulſe by retaining the hot Perſpi- 
rabileand Heat does certainly raiſe the Pulſe, _ 
as warm Water will renew the beating of 
the Heart when it ceaſes, and the heat of 
the Hen cauſed the firſt Pulſe, *Tis obſerva- 
ble, that the Pulſe and Reſpiration in Eng- 
land, will not, by the uſe of the Non-Na- 
turals, ſink their Numbers proportionably, 
under the healthful Number, -as they doex- 
cced above it; for if there be 15 Reſpira-

infer, That the Air is forced into the Len 
in Inſpiration by the dilatation of the Breaſt, 
and not by the weight of the Atmoſphere, 
which preſt both Externally and Internally 
On the Lungs. 

The florrid colour of the Blood and its 
mixture with the Chyle, ny depend on the 
Circulation thro? the Capillary Veſſels in 
the Lungs, without any mixture of the Air 
with it, In Inſpiration the Blood is only 
coming into the Lungs, and Expiration on- 
ly forces it out again, and the reſt betwixt

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on the firſt formation of Parts, the Blood is 
firſt, after that the Heart, and the parts of 


the Cephalic Circulation appears, as the Brain 


and Spinal Marrow ; the next are the parts 
in the Thoracic Circulation, as the Lungs ; 
after this the parts in the Cæliac Circulation, 
as the Liver, Stomach and Guts; the laſt are 
the Extremeties, and the habit of the Body. 
Thus the four ſeveral Circulations ſucceed 
one another, the ſmalleſt and quickeſt Circle 
firſt, the greateſt and ſloweſt laſt, but the 
Blood repreſent the general Circulation.

The Diſeaſes in the genera! Circulation 
tranſmits their Cacochymia's in every Cir-

- how the Blood is projected; but by the Re- 
ſpiration accelerated, we diſcern the quiek 
return, and by its deficiency the {low return, 
therefore as ſoon as I have taken the Num- 
ber of the Pulſe, I always obſerve thoſe 
of the Reſpiration, eſpecially in Diſeaſes of 
the Lungs, which may be eaſily done, by a 
Pulſe-Watch, and that alone can diſcover 
the diſproportion the Diſeaſe makes be- 
twixt the numbers of the Pulſe and Reſpi- 
ration : Since the Pulſe and Reſpiration hoth 
ſerve the Circulation of Humours; by the 
ſimilitude of the Reſpiration we may gueſs 
at the numbers of the Pulſe, and its ſimple 
Difterences. | 
An accelerated Reſpiration 1s attended 
with acceleratcd Pulſes, and a deficient with 
deficient Pulſes; and thus we mult find the 
Pulſes in diſeaſed Animals; and alſo by their.

are well performed ; and all this we know 
by the natural Numbers. 

When the Blood and Spirits have a great 
Morbifick Alteration, the Reſpiration as 
well as the Pulſe alters by ' an Exceſs or 
Defect in their natural Numbers, which will 
appear by the Pulſe-Watch. The molt mo- 
derate Numbers of our Reſpiration conduc? 
molt to a healthful Circulation; in a very

- Breaſt falls ſuddenly in Expiration. 

When there is a great Breathing out, and 
leſs inwardly, or a little out, and great in- 
wardly, Death 1s nigh.

Weakneſs is when the Animal Spirits 
cannot manage the Circulation, by Pulſati- 
on and Breathing, and when the voluntary 
Motions are weakly performed. 

A Looſeneſs or taking a Purge, or Vo- 
miting is injurious, during the ſhortneſs 
of Breath in a Aſthma, | 

The Pulſe and Breath is very quick in dy- 
ing Perſons, with a Super-inſpiration ſome- 
times, which 1s a great Inſpiration, and at 
laſt the Reſpiration very rare.

chief Symptoms, Spirandi, Auguſtria, Tuſts, 
Vieilia, & Caliditag ; he ſays they dic ina 
Years time, and thoſe Dropſies which be. 
gins in Autamn die next Spring or Summer; 
but they which begin in Winter die in 
Aatumn ; this ends in an Auaſarca or Aſcites; 
they cough much, ſpit little. 

The Indications from the Pulſe and Re- 
ſpiration, which are ſmall, frequent, in- 
firm, as Aritæus deſcribes, is to remove the 


Cauſe which extravaſates the Serum into 


the Thorax, and to evacuate the extrava- 
ſate thence, that the Oppreſſion on the Heart 
and Lungs may be removed: I have ob- 
ſerved that a Pohpus in the Heart is occaſi- 
oned by Melancholly, and that a Polj;u 
occaſions the Extravaſation, and not any 
ſerous Cacochymia, and for that we mult 
bleed freely more than in other. Droplics, 
and Vomits do moſt good to promote the 
Circulation, and Steel and volatile Salts a: 
firſt. The Pulſe is great, ſtrong, inter- 
mitting in the beginning, and ſo mult the 
Reſpiration be; but after ſome time the 
Pulſe and Reſpiration are ſmall, uncqual, in- 
termitting ; and then Vomits, Opiats, Diu-

'Tis a great Miſtake in Aritæus to affirm, 


hat Aſtmaticks preſerve their Lives by 
Works near the Fire, which dries and heats 
the Lungs, becauſe all Works near the Fire 
diſagrec with Aſthmatics, and ſo does the 
Duſt of Metals and their Fumes: This Mi- 
ſtake proceeded. from Artæus's Opinion, 
That a cold and moiſt Humours produced 
the Aſthma, and that it muſt be cured by hot 
Medicines, which is a notorious Miſtake ; 
and the ſame was made in all other hot 
windy Diſeaſes by moſt of the old Writers. 
Thefe Symptoms he mentions, depend on 
the Efferveſcence of Humours ; hot Wind 
in the Stomach, heat in the Night, deſire 
of cold Air, Pulſaras, parvi, crebrt, depreſ- 
e (as Ariætus deſcribes it) Vigiliæ, which is 
uſuala Night or two before the Fits; in the 
Fits, Sleepineſs, dulneſs in the Head, like a 
Lethargy. | 
Theſe Symptoms of the Aſthma in Arte- 
ws depend on a ſtopt or {low Circulation, 
great quantity of pale Urine, ſlowneſs to 
any Motion, heavineſs of the Breaſt, difi- 
culty of Breath in Motion, Cough and 
Hoarſeneſs, ſharp Face and Noſe,Strangula- 
tion; as appears by the redneſs of the 
Cheeks, prominent Eyes, pale Face, fainty 
Sweats in the Fore-head and Neck, ſpitting 
oha ſlimy Lympha, ſmall Legs, Strangu- 
lation 
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lation in extream Fits, by ſtopping the 
Pulſe and Reſpiration, rare Reſpirations, ob- 
{cure Voice, Stertor. 

1. Aſthmatics mult preſerve their Lives 
by preventing the Efferveſcency by Water. 
Drinking, and frequent, lenitive Purges, and 
cold Baths, avoiding fermented Liquors, too 
much Bread. | 

2. By helping the Circulation by mode- 
rate Exerciſes; Riding eſpecially, and Fri. 
Qtion, or bitter Thea, or ſquill Medicincs : 
For what raiſes the Circulation ought to keep 
the Body open in Aſthma's, ſuch are quill 
Medicines. 

Since an Animal cannot ſubſiſt one mi- 
nute with Reſpiration ; tis plain, that it 
preſerves Life, which conſiſts in the Cir- 
culation of the Blood; and ſince both the 
Pulſe and Breath are altered alike by the 
ſame external Cauſes, and they keep their 
natural proportion of numbers in Health; 
I conclude that the Circle of Life is main- 
rained by the Pump of both Organs moving 
proportionably.

Have frequently reflected on the Aſſer- 
| tion I formerly made in my Treatiſe of 

tie Aſthma, that there was a Rupture 
in the Lungs in its Air-Veſſels, which gives 
the firſt occaſion to the Aſthma; and that all 
the Symptoms growirg afterwards, had 
their firſt rife from that Rupture : For the 
proof of this Aſſertion, I will mention theſe 
following Reaſons, which induce me to be- 
lieve there is a Rupure. 


1. I ſhall prove that ſuch a Rupture is 
poſſible. 
2. That it appears in all broken-winded 
Horſes, and in all crocked Hawks; in ſome 
Men end Children. 

3. That the Old Phyſicians did uſe the

| 29 4. That 
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fame Medicines for the Aſthma, as they did

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4. That Hippocrates did acknowledge that 


there was a Rupture in the Lungs, which 
cauſed the Afima. 


I will after conſider the Cure of the 4/. 
ma, ſuppoſing it to be a Rupture. 

I will alio afterwards collect the ſeveral 
Caſes of the Aſthma's Symptomarical, which 
I can meet with in Hippocrates's Writings. 
Alt laſt I will give you my Method or Re- 
gimen for palliating the Aſthma, which is 
the cold Regimen. And I have alſo given 
you an Extract of the Method the Farriers 
find moſt uſeful to broken winded-Horſes ; 
and the Method. the Falconers preſcribe 

for managing crocked Hawks. 

1. That a Rupture may be produced 
in the Lungs, by a violent Inflation, is 
evident, by the Experiment of Mr. Snape 
Farrier, pag. 95. where he ſays, I have of. 
ten blown thro* the Wind-pipe-with ſuch 
violence, that I have broken off the ſmall 
Branches of it, and with the ſame Wind 


| have rais'd little Bladders in the outward 


Skin of the Lungs; by this Experiment 'tis 
evident, that the Bronchia may be broken 
off from the outward Skin, and then little 
Bladders will rife, upon the outward Skin 
of the Lungs, which contain Air. 

2. That there is ſuch a Rupture, as I have 
mentioned in broken-winded Horſes, I am 
certain, for 1 have diſſected five of ee, 

au 
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and in ever one of them I found ſuch Blad- 
ders full of Air upon the Exterior Skin of 
the Lungs; and there appeared not any 
other evident Cauſe of the broken Wind in 
thoſe Horſes, nor no Pohpus, nor Corrup- 
tion about the Lungs, or in its Veſſels, nor 


no Water in the Head, nor Injury done to 


the Diaphragm, This Rupture of the Lungs 
was ſo evident, that all that were about 
thoſe Diſſections, as well as my ſelf, did 
conclude, That ſince thoſe Air-Bladders a 

pear'd in all the broken Winds, they were the 
true Cauſe and Original of the Diſeaſe; for 


in all other reſpects, the Lungs did appear 


ſound, and had no Twbercula, 


The Cauſe of this Rupture may be either 


hard drawing, or (training the Breath, or a 


vehement Cough; for any of theſe Cauſes 


accalion the holding the Breath and Infla- 
tion of the Air, or its violent Exploſion, 
by which the Trachea is broke off from the 
2 Skin which naturally cloſes its 
pe. 
[ pierc'd a hole into the ſide of the Tho- 
rax, by ſtriking the Farrier's fleme betwixt 


the Ribs, and no Air, nor Humours came 


forth, neither did the Horſe receive any be- 
nefit by the admiſſion of the outward Air, 
to compreſs the Bladders on the Lungs 3 tis 
not poſſible to force the Air out of the Blad- 
der by that, nor will it yield to the preſſure 
by the Finger, 
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The Wind in the Belly of broken-win- 
ded Horſes is very, conſiderable, eſpecially 
in the Colon, which in this Diſeaſe makes that 
appear more large than uſually it does in ſound 
Horſes; and this is occaſioned by the Flatu- 
lency of Humours in the broken-wiaded. 

I have-met with another Diſeaſe in Hor. 
ſes, which is an Empyema ; but tis uſually 
miſtaken for the broken Wind by the Vul- 
gar, theſe Ema ma's ſucceed Inflammati. 
ons of the Lungs. I opened ſome Horſes 
that had this Diſeaſe, and found their 
Lungs were ſwelled into Knots and 
Bladders of purulent Matter, and ſome of 
that matter flow'd about the Cavity of the 
Thorax, and I drew much of-it out by 
ſtriking the Farricr's Fleme into the Thorax, 
betwixt the Rib. The only way to diſco- 
ver the Difference of theſe Caſes is the ori- 
ginal Cauſe which in this is a Fever, Cough, 
and Inflammation and ExpeQtoration ot 
purulent Matter ; the Mouth is hot and the 
Body burns, and is conſumptive, and by 
ſtricking in the Fleme berwixt the 5th and 
6th Ribs, ſome purulent Matter will come 
forth and may cure ſome. 

I will next give a further Proof of the 
Rupture of the Lungs by the Diſſection o 
a crocked Hawk, for the the Croke is ev.. 
dently an Aſthmatic Diſpoſition produced 
by hard flying, which ſtrains the Bladder, 


which contain the Air in the Abdomes, 
or 
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or elſe thoſe Bladders which contain the 
Air naturally in the Thorax of Birds; I 
ſtript off the Skin and Feathers; and after- 
wards blew up the Lungs by a Pipe put 
into the Trachea, the Air which uſually 
paſſes thro' the Lungs into the Bladders pla- 
ced into the Thorax and Abdomen ſoon 


diſtended the Belly, and ſhewed a Rupture 


on both Sides of the Belly, but moſt on ſide, 
as big as a Bean, the Lungs themſelves, the 
Heart and Brain were very ſound ; ſo that I 
could not impute theCrocke to any other ap- 


parent Cauſe, than the dilatation of the Pneu- 
monic Bladder in the Belly. And this corre- 


ſponds well with the Cauſe of the broken- 
winded Horſes,in which the Air-Bladders are 
Dilatations of the Membranes of the Lungs; 
[ opened a ſecond Hawk which had the 
Crocke, and after I had ſtript off the Skin, 
and blown up the Thorax and Abdomen, 
there evidently appeared under the Wing, 
and on the Back, divers Bladders full of 
Air; we preſſed the Bladders, and the Air 
went into the Thorax, and we inflated that 
again divers times; and then the Air ap- 
peared on the ſides and back of the Tho-

ci:ntly ſatisfied my ſelf and thoſe who 
were preſent about the Rupture, I conſi- 
dered the Deſcription of this Diſeaſe in 
Mr. 7 urbarvile's Faulcour), and the ſeveral 
Species of it agreed with the ſeveral Sorts 
of Ruptures I had obſerved; firſt the Pan- 
tas (or Althma) of the Gorge, and this 
was the Rupture about the Abdomen; and 
this being incurable, the Falconers pre- 
ſcribe only this Regimen to give the Hawk 
only half a Gorge at once, to keep her ing 
Room with Lettice Windows, for Air, and 
to ſet her many Perches to fly from one to 
the other for Exerciſe, and to let her have 
always Water by her for bathing and 
cooling of her, and they waſh their Meat; 
alſo Mr. Tarburvil the Falconer oft bathes 
the Hawks, and ſays, that Bathing gives 
the Hawks Courage, much Bolcneſs} and 
eager Appetite ; the wild Hawk frequently 
bathe themſelves, aud fo do other Birds. 
The ſecond Species of Pantas, called ſo 
from the Hawk's Panting) cometh from 


Hawk's flying and being ſet up too ſoon 
after it in a cold place; and for this the 
Hawk's Meat is uſually drawn thro Oil 
of Almonds, or Oil boiled in Water, with 
Chamomile, Liquoriſh and Sugar Candy ; 
and in this all her Meat muſt be dip't. This 
keeps her Body conſtantly open. who 
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The third Species of the Paptas is in the 
Reins and Kidneys, this differeth from the 
other: For it will leave her 7 or 8 Days, 
and then vex her again more Ne, and 
ſometimes it will take her from Month to 
Month, (this is the Form or Type of the 
periodic Aſthma) in one he obſerves, That 
they ſtir the Pinions moſt, and in another 
the Reins more, and this muſt come from 
ſome Rupture in thoſe Parts; he mentions 
a knob as big as a Bean on the Reins or 
ſmall of the Back, which mult be either a 
Rupture or Diſlocation of the Spine. 

Mr. Tarbervil obſerves, That this Diſeaſe 
is rarely cured, and that there is a great 
Hear in ſuch Hawks, and a Diſtillation from 
the Head, which makes the Diſeaſe worſe ;

is waſhed and tied up in a Chicken's Gut, 
or Butter and Lard waſhed white in a Pill ;

Whilſt I was viewing the laſt Hawk, 
I found the Filanders, which are a Parcel 
of Worms, like a Thread, creeping betwixt 
the Skin of the Oeſonbagus; and they were 
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4 quarter of a Yard long, and the Head 


ſharp, they were not far from the Liver; 
but I could find nonè of them within the 
Guts or Stomach, but on the out- ſide; and 
there appearing no Corruption in any Part, 
T could not but conclude that- theſe were 
bred in the Guts, and that they had bored 
their way thro' them, and got betwixt the 
Skin up toward the Thorax; the Colour of 
them was white, and they appeared in 
Sir Charles Holrs Microſcope like a Gooſe 
Quill. I obſerved they moved whilſt the 
Hawk's Body was warm. I took them by the 
Head, and pulled out their Bodies from be- 
twixt the Skins, where they lay in Rinds; 
and when I held them up, they appeared 
like Threads, and twiſted round. The Signs 
of theſe Worms in a Hawk, are, ſhe cro- 
keth in the Night, her Breath ſtinks, ſhe 
beats her Pannel with her Beak, and wri- 
theth her Train. They are deſcribed lying 
in a Skin near the Reins, and chiefly trou- 
ble poor Hawks. What their Nouriſhment 
is, is not known, they have .none from the 


Guts or Gorge; but becauſe they cauſe the 


Hawk for to ftart and croke, *tis probable 
that they bite the Membranes, they have 
been obſerved to have come out of the 
Hawk's Beak; and there are other Filan- 
ders deſcribed in the Hawk's Guts or Pannel; 
from whence 'tis very probable that thioſe 
in the Reins, which I have deſcribed, e 

their 
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their Original. Theſe the Falconers cure with 
pills of Aloes, and Steel, and Honey and 
dhe other Filanders, with Garlick and an 
outward Ointment of bitter Almonds, Oil 
with Wormwood and Aloes : The late Fal- 
coners uſe Merc. dulcis, anoint the Back near 
the Reins, and lay on a warm Plaiſter. 
Note, the Hawk beats that place with her 
Beak, Waſh the Hawk's Meat in diſtilled 
Water of Savin, or Rue or Wormwood, 
and apply thoſe Plants to che Back. 

I muſt add one other Experiment I madg 
with this Hawk, ſhe weighed 23 Ounces, 
the Blood which came from her was 51s. 
[cut off her Head to bleed, and I found little 
Blood in her; 'tis wonderful that ſo much 
Spirit and Life could be drawn from ſuch 
2 ſmall Quantity of Blood; *tis obſervable 
that the crocked Hawks, and broken-wind- 
ed Horſes are of the belt Mettle as any of 
their kind, and their violent Motion is the 
moſt frequent Cauſe of the Rupture. 

I will give an Inſtance from Dr. Riahy's 
Obſervation, that will prove that the ſame 
Air-bladders will happen in the Lungs of 
Mankind who are Aſtmatic, pag. 219. he 
blew ſtrongly into the Trachæa of an Embryo, 
and thereby ſeparated the exteriour Mem- 
brane from the Subſtance of the Lungs in- 
to Bladders full of Air, and that by preſſing 
of them by the Finger was diſficultly redu- 
bed, or not at all; and the ſame Dr. Ridley 
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in the ſame Book in his th Diſſection, in his 
D iſſection of a Perſon oi 
dian, he diſcovers Bladders full of Air on 
the Lungs, of half an Inch in Breadth, and 
that this Perſon was ſhort-breath'd in 
Sleeping; but this he imputes to a Po, 
becauſe he does not admit rheſe Air-blad- 
ders to be the occaſion of the Aſthma. 
Note, That Children by their long Cough, 
get Ruptures in their Belly, Gibboſity in 
the Thorax, and the Aſthma (which is alſo 
a Rupture) according as the Cough ſtrains 
thoſe different Parts. | 

I opened an. Aſthmatic who died of an in. 
termitting Fever, which ended in a Conſump- 
tion, and I obſerved a mixt Diſeaſe of In. 
flammation, Impoſthumation by the puru- 
lent Tubercula, and the Bladders were 
filled with purulent Matter or Phlegmatic. 
By this Obſervation I learnt that in Con- 
ſumptions theſe Air-bladders are filled with 
Pus, and if the Aſthmatic die hydroplica), 
they are filled with Serum; which may cb 
ſerve the diſcovery of theſe Air-bladders, 
appear in broken-winded Horſes before they 
are decay d by a Conſumption or Droply 
of the Breaſt or Emm. 
I might give this farther Evidence for this 
Opinion, that Hippocrates long ſince imputed 
the Aſthma to ſome Rupture of the Lungs: 
I ſhall hereafter give theſe Inſtances of 
this his Opinion in the caſe of 4 


o died of a Quoti. 
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Daughter, who became Aſtmatick by lifting 
of a Weight and Hippocrates calls; the 
Son of Antiplaves, prypatod ns, who was 
an Aſthmatick; but more of this I will 

we you, when I ſhall give the Caſes a- 
Four the Aſthma from Hyppocrates's own 
Writings. | 

I muit confeſs that I do not ſo far under- 
ſtand all the Mechaniſm of the Lungs, as 
to demonſtrate how the Aſthma-fit is pro- 
duced ; neither can I convince the Reader 
that it is as IJ affirm, for every Phyſician 
will philoſophize differently in explaining 
the manner how the Fit 1s produced, and 
the Mechaniſm is too curious in this as well 
as other Parts, that it cannot all be made 
ſenGble, ſo that no Perſon can convince ano- 
ther ; therefore we can only make' a proba- 
ble Conjecture, which will only entertain 
the Reader with a Romantic Story ; but it 
will be of no uſe in Practice: However 
this my imaginary Mecaniſm concerning 
the Fit, the Air lt breaks off the Bron- 
chia from the external Skin of the Lungs, 
which uſually happens in Children, whoſe 
Lungs are weak and eaſily burſt, by Cough- 


ing, or Running, or Cry ing, and holding their 


Breath, and convulſive Straining of their 
Lungs, the Bronchia broke off from the exteri- 
or Membrane contracts it ſelf upwards, and 
leaves a quantity of Air betwixt the Skin and 
the Bronchia, which makes the Air-bladders

in all broken Winds, This Air compre. 
ſes the neighbouring Bladders and Blood. 
Veſſels ; ſo that if there be many Ruptures, 


as there is an exceeding great Number in 


broken winded Horſes, this muſt make 2 
continual Straitneſs both in_ Expiration and 
Inſpiration, eſpecially when the Stomach is 
filled, and ſwells after Eating or Drinking; 
and as we obſerve in other Ruptures of the 
Membranes, and in Strains, that they by 


any ſuch Injuries become ſubject to De. 
. fluxions upon Changes of Weather, or Diet, 
or Exerciſe; and we may ſuppoſe the Mem- 


branes of the Lungs more ſubject to them 
than any other Part, ' becauſe the whole 
Blood and Chyle paſſes thro? the Lungs in 
a looſe Mixture, and the Air alſo alters its 
Motion by its different Weight, as well 
as its Heat and Cold: Moreover, all Cau- 
ſes which quicken the Circulation oc- 
caſions thereby the Blood-Veſſels of the 
Lungs. to preſs that Bronchia, which is bro- 
ken, and that Preſſure or Fulneſs excites a 
Convulſive Contraction in the part oppreſ- 


ſed, both as to its length and breadth, be- 


cauſe the Bronchia are drawn up in Expira- 
tion, and then the wheeſing is molt heard; 
and this Contraction of the Bronchia, occaſi- 
oned by the Efferveſcence of Humours, 
make both Inſpiration and Expiration difh- 
cult and flow in all the Fits of the Aſthma, 
all Smells, Duſt and hot Air, being drawn

arto the Lungs, excite alſo the ſame convul- 
five Contraction and Straitneſs ; and thus the 
Aſthma is only a convullive Motion by Irri- 
ration at firſt, but 1n time it acquires the Na- 
ture of a Convulſion, which depends on a 
windy Serum forced into the Glands of the 
Trachea, or thro? the Brain-glands by any 
Efferveſcence, all other Symptoms of the 
Aſthma depend on this Rupture; which up- 
on every Fir, occaſions a convulſive Con- 
traction, and that hinders a free Inſpirati- 
on, and for want of this the Diaphragm is 
hindered in its Motion downwards, and 
for want of that Depreſſion the Chyle, 
Lympha and Blood ſtagnated in the Ab- 
domen; the Stagnation of the Chyle pro- 
duces the Windineſs, the Stagnation or {low 
Motion of the Lympha gives the Aſthmatic 
Diabetes, the Stagnation of the Blood, the 
Coldneſs of the Extremities, Faintinefs, and 
weak Motion; the Spirits being windy pro- 
duce convulſive Motions, and Efferveſcence 
and Defluxions of Serum, the immediate Sub- 
jet of the Aſthmatic Inflation is the inward 
Membrane of the Trachæa, which conſiſts 
of ſtrait and oblique Fibres, and the ſame 
Skin compoſes the Bladders ; the Fibres in- 
flated, contract the Tube of the Bronchia in 
all its Dimenſions, and thereby produce the 
Aithmatic Straitneſs and wheeſing Noiſe, 
Dr. Willis mentions the Muſcular Fibres of 
theBronchia whereby they open and contract 
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in Reſpiration, and he diſcovers the Moti. 
on of the cartilaginous Membranes of the

ſumme abbreviantur, Note, That after the 
Bronchia ate broken off from the ontward 
Skin they remain contracted, and are apt 
to cantract more upon accident, ſo as not 


to admit the inſpired Air, nor to give vent 


to the Air inclofed in the Bladders. I cannot 
but believe that the Aſthma was thought 
anciently to be a Rupture, becaufe I find 
the Medicines uſed for inward Ruptures 


were the ſame. as the. Ancients uſed for the 


Aſthma ; fuch are the diſcuſſing and mode- 
rately drying, and in Ætia's I find thee 
Words, Verum ad Ruptiones & vulſiones in 
a factas in pectore videlicet aut in- 
teſtinis; and he quotes Rafus for preſcribing 
the uſe of warm Water in the Rupture 
about the Pleura. He commends Ariſtolo- 
chia rotunda, Roots of great Century, and 
many other Aſthmatic Medicines given in 


- Oximels. They called Ruption a Breach 


in the Muſcular Fibres, with Effuſion of 
Blood into a Sinus, but Vulſion or cvag- 
wayz, a diſtraction of the Membranous Fi- 
bres with pain, and they wanted Anodiaes, 


Diſcuſſers and Dryers; the Aſthma is 


really a Rupture not of the Muſcles but 


Membranous Parts, and there is ſome Ef-

of Agaſiu's Daughter in Hippocrates, and 
the black Spittle obſerved in Aſthmatic 
Fits are from the Blood-Veſſels. I deſire 
you will compare the Aſthmatic and Rup- 
ture-Medicines collected by Gueſner, wiz. 
the Euporiſta; and you will be ſatisfied that 
the great quantity of Aſthmatick Medicines 
were preſcrib'd on the account of being 
proper for Ruptures ; and that 1 may fully 
fatisfy you, I have made the following Col- 
lection, by which I hope to prove my 
Aſſertion.

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Bleeding is proper for both Ruptures and 
Aſthma's, and Vomits for old Diſeaſes, but 


we muſt avoid Styptics and Fumes, as inju. . 


rious to both, when by this Catalogue of 
the Modus for Ruptures and Strains, com- 
pared with the Aſtmaticks; you may find 
there is ſo great a Similitude in Taſte, that 
they were certainly indicated by ſome com- 
mon Cauſe and Notion ; and ſince they a. 

ree in Taſte, they agree in Effect, for cur. 
ing all the Species of Ruptures, and 7 
reckon Aſthmas to be one of them. 

Before I treat of the Cure of the Aſthma, 
I will fully deſcribe the Reſpiration of the 
Aſtmatics, which no Author has yet done, 
And I will then mention thoſe Indications 
which may be taken from the Pulſe. 

In the Aſthma-Fit I obſerved that the 
Pulſes were 97, and the Reſpirations but 
7 in one minute; the frequency of the Pulſe 
depends on the Efferveſſence of the Hu- 
mours, the ſlowneſs of the Reſpiration on 
the Conſtriction of the Bronchia. 

The Pulſe at Night before the Aſthma, 
was 88 in a minute, and the Reſpirations 
25, and both were Signs of great RaritaCti- 
ons of Humours. |

The Circulation in Afthmatic-Fits, as ap-

The ſmall, weak, inordinate, depreſſed 
Pulſe demonſtrates the Stop in the Circula-

In the lean Aſthmatics, the Pulſe becomes 


more frequent and Hectical by the frequent 
Expence of the Saccous Natritins, by Spitand 
Urine, and the Blood becomes Sizy and 
Salt. Theſe muſt be cured as Hectics, and the 
former Cachectics as Hydropic : by theſe Ob- 
ſervations we may learn, that the common 
Methods of Cure in every Diſeaſe muſt be 
changed, as the Pulſe alters into more fre- 
quent or rare. 

The next Particular I ſhall propoſe the 
Method of Cure, which is indicated by the 
Rupture in the Aſthma; and I will mention 
thole Specifics which reſpect the Nature of 
the Diſeaſe, as it is a Strain or Breach of the 
Bronchia, and diſtinguiſh them from the other 
Specifics, which only reſpect the Symp- 
toms of the Diſeaſe, | 

If the Aſthma be by a Strain or Breach, 
then Bleeding, Purging, and Vulneraries, and 
Opiates, ought at firit to be uſed to cure it. 
But after the Diſeaſe is fixt, and grown ha- 
bitual, 'tis only to be-palliated by ſuch Me- 
dicincs which hinder Defluxions on the diſ- 
eaſed Parr, ſuch are Bleeding, Vomiting, 
wurging, Opiates, drinking Water, and un- 
ſermented Liquors, and cold Baths. And I

as are uſual againſt Caterrhs, as Bleeding, 
Vomitings, Purging, Wood-drinks, Cc. 
3. To cure the Seroſity, Phlegm, and In 
flations, which are the accidental Symptoms 


The Stagnation of the Blood and Chyle 
in the Lungs: produces the Phlegm, which 
is uſually ſpit up after the Fit; but it was | 
not there *till the Straitneſs ſtopt the Moti- 
on, or retarded the Circulation, upon which 
the Chyle ſeparates from the Blood, and by 
Stagnation produces the Viſcid Phlegm; 
and this cannot be evacuated ' till the Strait- 
neſs goes off, and then that Viſcid Phlegm

but a Vomit of Squills being repeated he 
made an exceeding Quantity of Water, ſo 
that the ſwelling of his Legs fell, and his 
Breath was mide eaſie. Bitter Digeſtives 
are alſo neceſſa. y, and Diuretics of Cream 
of Tartar, Sal Prunel, Sal Tartari, and the

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The A/thmatic Phlegm chiefly affects the 
Trac haas and Bronchia, and diſtils from the 
ſmell Glands which naturally give a ſlime 
to the inward Membrane, but it ſeldom af. 
feats the Bladders ; for this reaſon, and be- 
cauſe *tis crude and viſcid, the Lungs ſuffer 
little by it, and after 4o Years continuance 
it does not breed a Conſumption, 

4. We muſt chooſe a dry Air, and avoid 
the ſmells of Sulphur, Pitch and Taliow, 
and all Duſt,for theſe things excite the Fits; 
and ſince theſe ſmells are injurious to the 
Spirits of Aſthmatics, no Sulphur nor Fumes, 
nor Terebinthinate Medicine, can be pioper

ments near the Fire, as Works in Glass, ot 
Metals, and the Fumes of Quick: ſilver, or 
the grinding of Stones, or any duſty or la- 
borious Buſineſs: All Oily Smells offend ric 
Aſthmatic, as fry'd Fiſh, melted Greeſe, tlic 
ſnuff of a Candle, and Soap, which inflate 
the Animal Spirits in the Membranes ot the 
Trachaa; avoid moiſt and damp Houſes. 

5. We muſt uſe moderate Exerciſe be- 
fore Dinner for one Hour, and in the Mora. 
ing uſe moderate Friction, for revuilion, 
both in the Arms, and Legs. and Thighs, 
and Belly; for in thoſe parts, the Fits of che 
Aſthma cauſe the Blood, Lympha, and Sp. 
rits, to ſtagnate, and by agitating them, ot 
attracting them, outwardly by Friction, 
they affect the Lungs leſs; the Fits 1. the 
re red 
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Circulation every where, but Exerciſe and 
Friction excite it, and repair the Injuries 
done by ſtagnation of Humors. Once in a 
Week uſe a general Friction, and the re- 
vulſive every Day: All violent Exerciſe is 
injurious by exciting an Efferveſcence. 

6. The Diet againſt the ſerous and viſcid 
Cacochymia is neceſſary, to drink little, eſ- 
pecially in old Aſthmatics, who are Hydro- 
pic, _ cannot bear Mineral Waters, or 
Whey, bitter Drinks, and TinQure of Steel 
do good to ſuch ; eat Fleſh-Meats at dinner, 
of one or two ſorts, without Sauces, Pickles, 
Gravies, or Roots, as Turneps, Cabbage, 
Egg-water, Sugar, and Nutmeg, are good 
Breakfaſts, and Elder- Thea at Night, or 
Colts-foot-Thea. 

We muſt avoid all windy Diet, as Beans, 
Pea's, and the Olera, and Fruits, and fer- 
mented Liquors, as Wine and Malt drinks, 
and Bread of any fort. | 
All hot Diet of Oyſters, high Sauces, An- 
chovies, Gravies, Cheeſe and Bread, high 
fermented, ſwell and inflate the Stomach, 
and occaſion the Efferveſcencigs, Defluxions, 
and Fits, 

But I have us'd Toaſt and Water, made 
by boiling the Water and pourng it upon a 
piece of Bread toaſted, in the Winter, and 
yen wa in the Summer, and ſo let it ſtand 
to cool. . | | 
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I have pounded Apples and put Water 
on them, which I found to agree with my 
'Stomach, as ordinary drink ; and I have oft 
uſed Cyder and Water with my Meat, which 
is exactly agreeable to my Stomach, 

I frequently in the Winter uſe this, Ho- 
ney-Caudle : Boil a ſpoonful of Honey in a 
pint of Water, ſcum it, and then diſſolve 
the yolk of an 'Egg in a little Water, and 
mix em, _— utmeg. 

I frequently drink Coffee and Thea after 
dinner two or three hours, when the Meat 
is a little digeſted, and then it helps the di- 
geſtion, and diſtribution of the Chyle, and 
the ſame Liquors are properly uſed after Ex. 
erciſe to prevent catching Cold; but the 
uſe of them in the Morning very much at. 


fects the Nerves, and diſturbs the Animal 


Spirits by over-rarifying of them. 

The moſt proper Breakfaſt all Summer, 
for the Aſthmatic, is a glaſs of cold Water, 
with ſome acid Syrup, or with two or three 
ſpoonfuls of Verjuice, or Creme of Tar-

The Aſthma, Epilepſie, and Convulſions, 
were eſteemed 'cold Diſeaſes by the An- 
tients, who endeavoured, by hot Medicines,

Fits; from whence I infer that the Aſthma 
is a hot Diſeaſe, and that the Humour and 
Spirits are too much rarified in it. | 

Arculanus gives us this caution, not to uſe, 
hot Medicines in the Aſthma, but mode- 
rately warm, with Lenients to help ex 
Qoration, or elſe the moiſt'ners mixt with 
ablterſives. 

Hunger and Thirſt are the beſt. cure for 
the 2 ma, eſpecially little, and very ſmall 
drink. | 

The viſcidity of the Phlegm will admit 
of no mucilaginous Diet, as Fiſh, Cheeſe, 
Milk, and Meal Meats, and Legumeats, 
but requires much diluting. | 

The Styptic Liquors, as Claret, are very 
injurious to Aſthmatics, whoſe Bodies ought 
to be kept fluid by Cyder-drinking, Honey- 
drink, Rye or Oat-bread, and eat no Bread 
in a * which is an ill cuſtom, be- 
cauſe it binds much; avoid all Evening- 
— and Suppers; Liquoriſh-water and 
Wood - drinks with it, and Dates and Figs 
are proper at Night. | 

Arculana forbids Vomits and Purges in 
the Fits, and this is a judicious caution ; he 
obſerves that Glyſters are difficultly given, 


and that the Meat muſt be thin, and little

Meſne adviſes to avoid all the hot Tnci, 
dentia, and not- to drink after Meals, to 
keep the Body open, to cleanſe the Lungs 
by ſorbiticus of Bran, Sugar, or Horey, 
and by Oil of ſweet Almonds. ; 
Horatius Augenius preſcribes a decoction 
of Guaiacum zvj. Liquoriſh z ij. in #xij. of 
Water for ordinary drink for 40 days: He 
commends Errhines, and not Ifſues; to 
cleanſe the Lungs, he uſes Lohoc ſanum de 
pulmone vulpis, with aqua mulſa ; he com- 
mends Syrup of Tobacco zvj. Oil of Sul-

The broken-winded Horſes haye a beat. 
ing in the Flank, becauſe their ſmall Inſpi- 
ration and quick Expiration, their Noſtrils 
open, which ſhews their labour for Reſpi- 
ration; they ſtale much, which is by the 


- ſtagnation of the Blood, and ſeparation of 


the Serum from it; they have a dry Cough, 


occaſioned by the vontraction of the Bronchia, 


which are broken, or the ſtop of Circula- 
tion by the Air-Bladders. The Farriers, like 
the Old Galeniſts, think this Diſeaſe depends 
on a cold Phlegm, and yet they ſay, the 
Symptoms are from Putrifaction, or a hot 
Cauſe; the occaſions of this Diſeaſe, they 
ſay, is running or drawing (which mull 
burſt the Lungs) and that a long Congh 
oft ends in the fame, (whereby the B. on 
are violently forced upward, and jerked oft 
from the outward skin of the Lungs). The 
Farriers believe this Diſeaſe is curable in 
the beginning (while 'tis only a C47 
but not when the dry Cough is ſettled, which 
is a true ſign of the windy Ruptures in the 
Lungs. They obſerve that Purgatives do 


little good, but they uſe cutting and atte- 


nuating 
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auating Medicines, and thoſe very tempe- 
rate, becauſe the Lungs are heated ; ſuch 
as Vinegar and Niter, and the fumes of 
Sulphur. They ſay Hay and Clover are too 
hot Food for ſuch Horſes, and for that rea- 
ſon, they wet ät. They obſerve that the

fluxions and Efferveſcency in the broken 
Winds. 

I cannot but value theſe Farrier's Notion, 
and practice more than the Paracelſiaus, who 
derive the Aſthma from the Tartar of the 
Lungs, and againſt this falſe Notion, they 
preſcribe Sulphur, Balſams, Spirit of Tartar, 
Wine, Myrrh, Spirit of Fleſh : The Far- 
rier's oftea mention the burſting of the 
Luags. --  - 

Croltizs uſes lac Sulphuris aud Lauc nun, 
others uſe ſpirit of Sulphur, Vitriol, ſpirit 


of Verdegreaſe, Sulphur and . | 
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But theſe ſharp Acids are as miſchievous as 
the Volatile Salts. Ruland uſes Balſam of 
Sulphur, and Oyl of Sugar, with Spirit of 
Sulphur and Flowers of Sulphur ſublimed 
from Salt. 

Note, All theſe Chymiſts miſtake the Diſ- 
eaſe, and conſequently the true Practice; 
yet they imitate the Ga/eniſts, and where 
they uſed Oxymels, Niter, and Sal Armoniac, 
the other give acid Spirits and mixed Salt. 

The Vomiters help Expectoration, as 
Aqua Pani, Porcini, Aqua-vite, Albe, or 
Syrup of the Roots ſteeped in Vinegar, and 
an Oxymel de peto. Cardan commends Butter 
and Oyl and Honey, Salt, Vinegar and Su- 
gar in the Aſthma, as Pectoral, and Oliba- 
num, with Honey and Fox Lungs and Bole. 
He ſays, he cured an Aſthma by Wood- 
drinks, a Blifter and an Errhine, but this 
could only reſpect the Catarrh. 

Maiphighius in Opera Poſthama, gives a 
Diſſection of an Aſthmatic from the ſwelled 
Glands in the Abdomen, no fault in the

1. That the Afhma oft begins with a Fea- 
ver, and Inflammation, and violent Cough ; 
this is fatal at firſt without due Evacuations, 
and this not being well cured, produces the 
Aſthmatic Efferveſcency which happen af- 
er. | | 
2. The Inflammation mentioned in this 
Caſe outwardly, is a Sign of the ſame in- 
wardly, which produces the Peripeumonia in 
the Lungs ; the outward is of the Nature of 
an Eryſifelus, which we call Shingles, and 
before the Shingles much pain is felt in the 
Side, With itching and burning: This In- 
flammation fills and ſwells the Glands of the 
Lungs, and makes them lax and ſubject to 
future Fluxes of Serum. yh 

3. The Cough is violently irritated * 
the Fulneſs and Tumor of the Lungs, whic 
occalions a Weight and Straitneſs in them, 
and occaſions the Contraction of the Reti- 
cular Muſcles ſpread on the Veſicula, which 
are the immediate Inſtruments in coughing, 
The Continuance of this Cough jerks off the 
Bronchia from the exterior Membrane of the 
Lungs. TEL. 

The Pains mention'd are from the In- 
flammation of the Breaſt. | 

4. Here is no mention of Phlegm to pro- 
duce the Aſthma, but the Feaver, Inflam-

mations and great Cough, which are to be 
cured by cool Things, and abſtinence from 


Wine; and by this we are taught to uſe

5. We muſt obſerve, that the Aſhmi is 
evidently diſcribed by the sp e, and 
wheeſing, and efpecially this Word Je-

Hippocrates in his Diſcription of Dict in 
acute Diſeaſes, Sect. 4. Pag. 67. 68. gives us 
the Diſcription of .a hot Diſt illation produ- 
cing the Aſthma. ißt nan 

When in the Sammer or Autamn 2 hot 
Rheum flows down from the Head, which 
Rheum he calls yiſpo4 it is made hot and 
ſharp by theſe Seaſons, ſo that it corrodes 
and ulcerates, fills them with Wind, and by 
that anOrthopuæa is produced with much dry- 
neſs, the Face feems ſmall, but the Tendons 
on the out-ſide of the Neck are diſtended, 


and a Tetanus ſeems to draw them; the 


Voice is abrupt, the Breath ſmall, and the 
Breath is drawn in violently and frequently: 
In theſe the 'Wind-pipes is exulcerated, the 
Lungs filled, and they cannot draw in the 
but Ward Air, .

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The Obſervations I ſhall make here are, 


1. That the Aſthma Fit is produced by 
an acrid hot Defluxion, and in the Summer 
ſach hot and ſharp Rheums are bred by the 
great Heats, and the Phlegm either more 
thick and Dry. by 
2. That <his Defluxion fills the Lungs 
inwardly by a windy Spirit, which hinders 
the drawing in of the Air, by which we 
iauſt underſtand that the Bronchial Mem- 
brane is inflated by a windy Spirit, and the 
ſame produces a T erarus in the Muſcles of 
the Necks. In all Crthopnez's the Voice is 
hindred, and the Bronchia contracted and 
cannot admit Air enough; the great Strait- 
gels makes the drawing of it violent to ad- 
mit the Air, the Fever makes the Breath 
frequent in this Aſt hma, with a hot Defluxion 
as well as in the former with an Inflamma- 
tion. In old Aſthmatics any Defluxion on 
the inward Membrane of the Bronchia irri- 
tates its Conſtriction of the Bronchia Parts, 
and ſo produces the Fits; but a very hot 
Defluxion irritates much more. 


Hippocrates, Pag 55. Set. 4 mentionsan 
Aſthma occaſion'd by the ill-dieting in a 
Pleuriſy, and that if the Pleuritic be fed too 
ſoon an Aſthma-fit will happen by the thick 
Phlegm;: which being viſcid ſtrikes to the 
Bronchia, and hinders the Ingreſs of Air,

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and the fame hinders the Circulation thro! 
the Lungs, and makes the Breath frequent, 
and afrequent Reſpiration dries more, and 
© by the Viſcidity of the Phlegm the Stertor 
and Orthopneaare produced. ; 

My Obſervations on this Caſe are, 


1. That this is originally an Inflammation 
of the Lungs with a Feaver and a viſcid Spit- 
tle, but this viſcid Spittle attends the ſizy 
Blood, and is produced by it; but in ordi- 
nary Aſthmat there is no ſizy Blood, no vil. 
cid Spittle, 'till the Fit has continued long, 
and then the Crude Slime thickens by Stag 


nation, and digeſts before it is expecto- 


rated. 

2. He obſerves this rayews 4 wrtopal iz, 
Noi ſai, that is the Orthopnæa comes ſuddenly; 
and in this. Caſe it is produced by feeding 
before the Viſcid Phlegm is evacuated by 
Spittle, or its Viſcidity is digeſted and ſpit 
up; by this Inſtance, which is fatal in ſe- 
ven days, as Hippocrates obſerved, we ought 
to be deterred from feeding too much in 
Aſthma's, or any difficulties of Breath with 
Feavers. 

3. The Orihopnea by an Inflation of the 
Stomach comes ſuddenly in the Caſe men- 
tioned by eating, and it alſo comes ſudden- 
ly by burfting:the Lungs by coughing, and 
by a Defluxion the Fits comes ſuddenly in 
the Night,

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Hippocrates in Sect. 4. Pag. 27. in his ſecond 
Book of Diet commends the Juice of ayea 
WING for the Orthopnea, and from hence 
comes the Uſe of Verjuce for the 4/hma; 
ſome give it with Toaſt and Sugar, but I 
like a Syrrup of it with the half quantity of 
Sugar, and give two or tile Spoohfuls of 


this with half a pound of Water in a morn- 
ing. Hippocrates ſays x; AUTH ivophoc wpenter,: 


by which I apprehead, that in his days 
they made Cyder of them, or at leaſt what 
we call Bonnel, by pounding Apples, and 
putting Water upon them for ordinary 


Drink. I am certain that nothing can be 


more natural, or agree better with hot 
Bloods and hot Spirits, than Verjuce, which 
is the beſt and moſt natural Acid in our 
Northera Countries; and I oft adviſe to 
hot -Tempers a Poſco made of Water, half 


a pound of Verjuce; three Spoonſuls for a 


Breakfaſt. Ican ſay by my own Experience, 
That I find Cyder and Water the beſt Li- 
quor for the Aſthma; and that I have uſed 


pounded Apples and Water with very good 


Succeſs to cute the Heat and prevent Effer- 


ve ſcencies and Inflations in the Aſthma; and 


there is this Benefit of Apple- drinks, that 
they not only eool, but are great Diuretics, 
and keep the 
does heat the Water well in the Winter. 
The Farriets uſe the Guts of an Urchin for

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der with their Oats: Tis well known that 
Urchins live on Crabs, and to that the Vir.

Hippocrates alſo commends Oxymels, and 


orders the Vinegar to be added to the Wa- 
ter only in ſuch Proportion, that it may be 
only taſted, fe: then the Vinegar corrects 
the Bilious Part in the Honey and its Win- 
dineſs; it mo;ſtens the Mouth, and promotes 
Urine, and allays Thirit; but if the Oxymel 
be too ſharp it thickens Phlegm, and hin- 
ders Expectoration, corrodes the Guts, and 
purges too much; and in acute Diſeaſes it 
hinders Perſpiration of the natural Vapours, 
and weakens the natural Heat and Rarihca- 
tions of Humonrs, and thereby cauſes a 
Coldneſs in the Extremities. Tis not ſo pro- 
per for the Melancholic as the Choleric, be- 
cauſe it ferments the black Choler too much, 
but it cools the Yellow- by Co-agulation ; 
and curing its Bitterneſs, he gives his Oxy- 
mels warm in the Winter, and cold in the 
Summer. The chief Uſe of this Oxymels 
to Aſthmatics is keeping the Body cool aad 
lax, being Diuretic and Pulmonic : I can by 
my own Experience affirm, That I have found 
great Benefit by theſe Oxymels as Well as 
Apple-drinks, not much bottled. And from 
theſe Reflections of Hippocrates on the ſharp 
Oxymels, I cannot but condemn all Acid 
Spirits as injurious to Perſpiration, Expecto- 


ration, and the Motion, and Digeſtion of 


Humors, 
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Humors, and their natural Fluidity, unleſs 
in great Efferveſcencies of Humours. 
Hippocrates, Lib. vii. of the Epidemics, 
Pap. 307. gives this Caſe of Harpalide's Si- 
ſter being four or five Months with Child, 
ſhe had dropſical Swellings of her Legs, and 
her Eyes were alſo ſwelled round about, and 
the whole habit of the Body like a Leaco- 
phlegmatia ; ſhe had a dry Cough and Or- 
chopnea, and Aſthmatic Suffocatious, as by 
a Wind, ſo that ſhe was neceſſitated to ſet 


up in Bed, and not to lie down, but ſlept 


ſitting; ſhe was for the moſt part without 
a Fever, and her Child did not move of a 
long time, as if it were corrupted, And it 
tell upon turning; this Aſthma laſted two 
Months, for which ſhe uſed Beans preſer- 
ved in Honey, and oft licked of Honey, and 


by drinking Commin-ſeed in Wine, ſhe men- 


ded, and ſpit up much digeſted and white 
Phlegm, and afterwards brought forth a 
Girl, 


My Obſervations on this Caſe are, 


1. This was an Aſthma with a dropſical 
habit of Body, as appears by the Swellings; 
and this obſerv'd, the Fever joined with it; 
bur the Continuance of the Diſeaſe two 
Months ſhews that it had ſomething of a 
Fever in it. 

2. This Orthopn.ea was cured by ExpeCtor 

ration of white Phlegm, by the Uſe of 2 
5 o 
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and Honey, and the Commin-ſeed was an 
excellent Diuretic as: well as Carminative, 
or Wind which Hippocrates thus expreſſes, 
X ne rev ite om Ts ovwucxrit, and 
this I call a rarified Air in the Serum. 


In the Caſe above, I have given an In. 


Rance of a ſymptomatic Aſthma from viſcid 


Phlegm; but in this from a ſerous windy 
Phlegm. The firſt happens in an Inflam- 
mation by ſizy Blood; this in a ſerous win- 
dy Cachexy, and hydropical Infraction of 
the Lungs; both theſe Caſes may be oft 
met with- 

In the ſame Page Hippocrates gives a Caſe 
of an Aſthma with an intermitting Fea- 
ver. | 

Polycrates's Wife in the Summer about the 
Dog-Days was ſeiz'd with a Fever, and her 
difficulty of Breath was leſs in the Morning, 
but greater in the Afternoon, and more fte— 
quent, a Cough and Spitting were immedi- 
ately from the beginning like as from an 
Impoſthume; within the Trache was a 
wheeſing Noiſe, the Face was well colour'd 
with a Redneſs in the Cheeks, nor very 
great but florid ; in time the Voice becomes 
hoarſe, the Body conſumed, and about the 


Loins there were Eruptions in the Skin (or 
Pains like a broken Back) and at laſt the 
Belly was looſe. On the ſeventieth Day the 
Fever ſeiz d with great Coldneſs e. 
| Ys 
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ly, but in the Temples there was no Pulſe 


after the Fever remitted, but the Breath 


grew more denſe 3 and after this Intermiſſi- 
on the Breath grew more denſe, ſo that ſhe 
breathed fitting to her Death: There was 
much rattle in the Wind-pipe, and ill ſweats 
cold, and her looks ſhew'd that ſhe was ſen- 
ſible and compos mentis to the laſt. The Days 
on which ſhe was very cold were more than 
five, and from the firſt Days ſhe continued 
ſpitting purulent Matter. 

My Obſervations are, 


1. That this Caſe was an intermitting 
Fever; the Breath being more frequent in 
the Afternoon than the Morning. 

2. That this Fever was join'd with a Con- 
ſumption, as appears by the purulent Spit, 
Hoarſneſs and Cough. | 

3. That this Fever happen'd in the Dog- 
Days, when the Aſthma-fits are moſt vio- 
lent, 

+ 4. That the Fever makes the Reſpiration 
denſe; but out of the Fit the Reſpiration 
was not ſo. 

5. That the Coldneſs in the Extremity is 
a uſual Symptom in the Aſthma, join'd with 
a Fever; that in the Ort hopnæa they cannot 
lie down; that if cold Sweats, intermiſſion 


of Pulſe happens and Looſeneſs, there is 


great danger in an Orihopnea. 


That 
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That an Aſthma, with an intermitting Fe. 
ver and purulent Spittle, oft ends in a Con. 
ſumption; and that this is alſo a ſymptoms. 
tic Aſthma depending on a Fever with In- 
flammation of the Lungs, and purulent Ob- 
ſtruction. | 

Hippocrates, Lib. vii. Epidemic, Pag. 308. 
gives an Example of an Aſthma with a 
o 

An Unctor lodging with Harpalides, be- 
ing weak in his Hands and Legs, took a Me- 
dicine, which working upwards and down- 
wards very vehemently, and afterwards he 
was feiz'd with a Fever and Catarrh upon 
the Trachea, which hindred his Speech, 
and made that difficult with ſhortne(s of 
Breath, as if he had a Quinſy with Hoarſ- 
neſs. He was choak'd when he ſwallow'd, 
and had all other ſigns of a Quinſy, but that 
there wasno Tumor; the Fever and Cough 
increas'd , and much and liquid Phlegm 
were expectorated. In time he had a pain 
on the Breaſt, gſpecially on the left Pap, and 
when he roſe or ſtir'd, the breathing was 
very ſhort, he ſweat much in the Fore-head 
and Head, and the Quinſy remain'd, but 
was more remiſs as the pain went to the 
Breaſt; in the beginning he us'd Beans pre- 
ſerv'd in Honey, but in the Fever hot Oxy- 
mil and much licking of Honey. All Symp— 
toms ceas'd in 14 days, and he grew {trong- 


er in his Hands and Feet. ; 
1. In 
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1. In this Caſe there was a Fever and In- 
flammation, and a Catarrh on the Trachea, 
with a Quinſy at firſt, and afterwards pains 
on the Breaſt, and the Inflammation re- 
mov'd from the Muſcles of the Wind-Pipe, 


to thoſe on the Breaſt; and this Inflamma- 


tion of theſe Muſcles produc'd the Aſthma, 
difficulty of ſwallowing and ſpeaking. 

2, This Aſthma depended alſo on the Diſ- 
tilation and Phlegm, and was accompanied 
with ſweating on the Head: The Honey and 
Oxymels helped the expectoration, and the 
Diſeaſe laſted but 14 Days, becauſe it was 
an Inflammation diſturb'd by a ſtrong Purge; 
tis probable, that the Unctor had a Rheu- 
matiſm in his Hands and Legs, and that be- 
ing unſeaſonably diſordered by a Purge, was 
thrown on the Neck and Breaſt; and the 
Fever not being great, the Inflammation 


ceaſed in a ſmall time, and cured the Infir- 


mity in the Hands and Feet, which was 
probably a Rheumatic Weakneſs or Pain. 
Lib. 7. of the Epidemics. * 


Iheodorus's Wife was ſeiz d with a Fever, 
bled much at the Noſe, and had after-pains 
on the Sides; after the uſe of a Fomentation 
ſhe grew ſhort Breathed, with a wheeſing 
noiſe, But becauſe this Caſe is long, I will 
only mention the chief Symptoms, a Deli- 
rium, intermitting Fits with much Sweat,

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and great Coldneſs; ſhe died Convulſive the 
17th day. 


7. This was an intermitting Fever, with 
a great Inflammation og the Side, white 
Tongue, no Cough. 

2. The Fomentation increaſed the ſhort. 
neſs of Breath, and occaſioned the Delirium, 
and at laſt Convulſions. 

3. This Caſe was as fatal for want of

This Fever was accompanied with Sweats, 
coldneſs of the Extremities; and the Deli- 
rium is always a fatal ſign. 

Hippocrates lib. 7. Epid. p. 311. He de- 
ſcribes the Son of Amwphiphrades, taken with 
a pain of the left fide and cough, he had 
much bilious and watery Stools : The Fever 
ſeem'd to ceaſe about the 7th, the Cough 
continued, he look*d pale and white, on the 
12th he ſpit greeniſh and white, and as the 
Diſeaſe proceetled his Breath was more denſe 
and aſthmatic, and wheeſing in the Brealt 
and Wind-Pipe. He uſed Sorbiticus, and 
was ſenſible all the time, and died on the 
18th, he ſweat ſometimes. 


1. In this Caſe, the Aſthma depended on 


an Intermitting Fever, and ann

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of the Side, and that made the Breath ſhort, 
aſthmatic and wheeſing. | 

Note, The Breath is Denſe in all Feveriſh 
Caſes, and the oppreſſion of the Bronchia by 


an Inflammation, give the Aſthmatic whee- 


ſing. 

4 This Fever did not affect the Head be- 
cauſe of the Looſneſs, and that was the Rea- 
ſon that the Perſon died ſenſible,” though 
Aſthmatic ; but if the Fever affect the 
Head, the Aſthmatic have a Delirium and 
Convulſion: There was no digeſtion of the 
Phlegm, but that was green, and run off 


by Looſneſs, and for want of Expectoration 
the Perſon died. 


The Caſe of Hermoptolimus in the ſame 
Page is like the former, with a Fever and 
Inflammation of the Lungs, great Coldneſs 
of all the Body; the Stools bilious, the 
Spittle greeniſh, the ExpeCtoration was 
wanting, and he died ſenſible on the fif- 
teenth Day; more Caſes may be there read 
of the ſame Nature. a 

Hippocrates, Lib. 7. p. 313. The Son of 
Antiphanes, in the Winter, had a Fever, 
with a Cough, and pain on the right ſide, 
he did eat and walk, being ſomewhat fe- 
veriſh, ec d Les dc ld us avear, that 15, he 
ſeem'd to have a Rupture (in his Lungs). 
On the gth the Fever remitted, but did not 
leave him; the Cough was much and fre- 
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quent, and he ſpit frothy and thick; the 
Pain on the fide continued on the 14th and. 


2oth day, the Fever ſeem'd to ceaſe, and to 
come again ; the heat was ſmall, and left 
him after a ſmall time; the Cough was 
ſometimes better, and again worſe, with 
much Suffocation, which afterwards grew 
better, with much Spittle after ſome days; 
but there was a ſuffocating Cough, and much 
purrulent hot and frothy Spittle were expe- 
ctorated from the Artery, and in it was much 
 wheeling Noiſe; the Aſthma always held 


him, and his Breath was denſe, and he rare. 


ly breathed well above the goth day ncar 
the 6oth, the left Eye was ſwelled and made 
blind without Pain; and not long after the 
right, and the Pupil looked very white and 
dry, and not long after this -blindneſs, not 
above ſeven days, he dy'd with much Ster- 
tor and Delirium. There are many other 
Caſes in the ſeventh Book of Epidemics of 
Aſthma's with Fever, but I ſhall only reſer 
the Reader to them, and make my Obſerva- 
tions on this Caſe. 


1. That it was an intermitting Fever with 
an Aſthma, 

2. That there was a vehement Cough, 
and confirmed Aſthma, and great Suffocation, 
all which burſt the Membranes in rhe Lungs, 
and by the jnyuaruNs Hippocrates deſctibed 
him, as we ſay in Engliſh, he was broxen- 

” winded, 
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winded, for no other Senſe can well be pur 
on thoſe Words. In this Caſe *tis certain, 
that a great and long Cough breaks the 
wind in Horſes, and that Expreſſion was 
properly taken from an Opinion of the Rup- 
ture of the Lungs in an Aſthma; but to con- 
firm this Opinion, that. there is a Rupture in 
that Aſthma, I call the windy (but not in 
the Symptomatic Aſthma's before deſcribed, 
viz, in the Dropſy of the Lungs, the Aft l- 
ma depending on Inflammations, Fevers, 
Quinſie, Conſumptions, Pleuriſies, Catarrhs). 
I will deſcribe a Caſe from Hippocrates of an 
Aſthma without Fever, which will prove 
that a breach in the Lungs will make an 
Aj! ima, Epid. Lib. 6. Pag. 273. | 
Agaſiuss Daughter being young, was 
m/uonrvuatO, but when ſhe was a Wo- 
man, not long after being brought to Bed, 
was troubled wich Pains, (or Rheumatic 
Pains) and when ſhe had lifted a great 
Weight, ſomething ſeem'd to give or crack 
in her Breaſt, and the next Day ſhe had the 
A//hmz, and the right Hip pained her, and 
when this pained her, which it did fome- 
times, ſhe had the. Aſthma; and when this 
ceaſed the Aſthma ceaſed alſo, ſhe ſpit frothy 
and florrid in the beginning, but when that 
ſtopped, it was like a thin choleric Vomit. 
The Pains troubled her moſt when ſhe la- 

boured with her Hands. 

My Obſerveations on this are,

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1. That when ſhe was a Girl, ſhe was 
thick-breath'd, and at laſt Aſthmatic, by 
which I obſerve that Hippocrates diſtinguiſh. 
ed betwixt TUVOTYENRATON, and the Aſthma, 
which, has a rare Breath, when without a 
Fever, which makes the Breath and Pulſe 
N Tis probable ſhe was Cachettic, 
and as ſuch quick-breath'd when a Girl, and 
that oppreſſion or fulneſs in the Lungs, dif. 

oſed her to the breach in the Lungs, by 
A her breath in ſtraining. 

2. The weight ſhe lifted, did injury to 
the Lungs, and forced the Exterior Mcm- 
brane off from the Bronchia, which arc na- 
turally cloſed by it. This Rupture was evi- 
dent by the florrid Spittlez and after this 
Rupture ſhe was always Afthmatic after- 


wards, and ſhe had the Aſthma by Paroxyſms ' 


as oft as ſhe laboured. 

3. She had a Rheumatic Pain after her 
lying in, and therefore a pain in her Hip ac- 
companied her Aſthma, and both depended 
on Exerciſe, which excited ſome EXer- 
veſcence of Humours ; and Heppocrates for- 
bid all Acrids, as Garlick, ſtrong Fleſh-meats, 
as Swines, Beef, and Sheeps-fleſh, becaule 
they heat Aſthmatics, and rarified their Hu- 
mours ; and he adviſes, in all difficulties of 
Breath, to abſtain from Clamour, and great 
Anger, for the firſt injures the Rupture, 
and the laſt moves the Humours too 
much.

zrates is in the 7th Book of Epidemics, p. 17 
where he gives a Caſe of a Fever and Aba,

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chexies and Dropſies, and after many Months 
they kill like an Apoplexy ſuddenly. If 4%. 
matics have ſizy Blood, and are ſubjc( 1 


Head-achs, they often die Apoplettic, and | 


ſome have ſtroaks of Palſies; of theſe I could 
give many Examples. 

I once curd a Dropſie of the Breaſt by 
violent Vomits and Purges, and compoſir. 4 
calcis, bitter Decoction, and Tincture d 
Steel. I frequently give them juice of Wa- 
ter.creſles, Liver-wort, Plantane expreſſed, 
with aq. rhaphani compoſit. and mixt Salt of 
Creme of Tartar, Sal Prunell. Sal Tartari, | 
order them to drink Cyder, or Wood-drinks, 
to eat no Suppers, to uſe a ſmall Ale brew'd 
with Broom, dwarf Elder and Daucus Seeds, 
and uſe dwarf Elder in Thea. 

Tho? the Water be evacuated once in: 
Month, it will gather again; therefore ul: 
a monthly Vomit, and Purge once in 14 
Days by Merc. Dulc. and reſin Jalap, or Jali) 
Powder and ſyrup of Buckthorne. Purging 
Wines I have us'd. 

Uſe aquæ calcis compoſita in the Wiater, 

I obſerved one of the Dropſies in the 
Lungs to complain of a Tumour ia tl 
Spleen, but Steel did not agree with tw! 
Patients I had with theſe Dropſies. 

I have obſerved theſe Dropſies to ſuccecd 
great Colds, in two or three Caſes. Lime 
water will not agree with Lean and Chole- 


_ rick Perſons, but with the Fat, and great 


Drinkers 
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Drinkers of ſmall Beer. To the Cholerick 
I give Juices, and mixt Salts, and Cyder, 
and Wood-drinks, and this may be a gene- 
ral Rule, That no Specifick will ſucceeed, 
unleſs it be ſuitable to the Conſtitution as 
well as the Humours which produce the Di- 
ſeaſe. 

I have tapped ſome, and when ſome 
Water 1s taken out, they make much more 
by Urine. Note, That the Breaſt ought to 
be tapp'd very low, betwixt the two or 
three Ribs, as the Old Writers direct, and 
not hetwixt the 5th or 6th, as the new Pra- 
ctiſers, becauſe I found by the firſt way, the 
Water was more freely diſcharged, and if 
the Breath be held during the Operation, 
there is ne danger of hurting the Diaphragm. 
The Tapping muſt not be far from the Ster- 
num, becauſe the Lungs do ſometimes grow 
to the Pleura. They ought to be purged 
aſter Tapping in groſs Bodies, but in thin 
ones a Hectic riſes, and then they muſt be 
treated as Conſumptive Caſes, 

i have known ſome live two or three 
Years with this Diſeaſe, if they uſe 
Phy lick. 

Note, When the Water fills one fide of 
the Breaſt, they lie moſt eaſie on the con- 
trary ; when on both they lie on their Backs. 
Lying on the ſame ſide forces the Water to 
riſe high above the Lungs, and oppreſſes 


them more, 
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No Lixivium agreed with any of my Pa- 
tients, nor Steel, becauſe a feveriſhneſs ac. 
companies theſe Dropſies. 

Note, That tis a nice thing to diſtinguiſh 
betwixt a Dropſy of the Lungs and an Ah. 
ma, from an intermitting Fever ill treated; 
in both there is no ſpittle, and the Leggs at 
laſt ſwell; they are feveriſh, and thirſty, 
and hot; the Water at firſt Amber-colour'd, 
and moderate in quantity ; they eat mode- 
rately, they drink much ; they have fre- 
0 fits of being caſier, and then more 

ort-breath'd. Again, by the Hiſtory of 
the Diſeaſes they may be diſtinguiſhed. 

I once trzated an Hyſteric Aſthma with 
Fluor Albus and Flaxus Menſium, by which 
ſhe became Hydropical, and had ſometimes 
an intermitting Fever (which ſeems to me 
the original of the Hyſteric A/ hm). I 
ave her the Cortex and Laudanum frequent- 
y, which help'd her Firs and pulpitation of 
the Heart, and by uſe of fix drams of Vi- 
triolum Martis and burnt Egg-ſhells made 
iato Pills, by Mucilag. of Gum Tragacanth; 
but upon the turns of the Year, as the he- 
ver-fits return'd ſhe relaps'd, and dy'd by 
ſpitting of Blood; which Symptom, in ma- 
ny Caſes, I have obſerv'd, happens to thole 
who die of Dropſies in the Lungs, and tis 
always a fatal fGign of the Death approach 


The 
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The HeQic attended this Caſe, was often 
palliated by the Cortex, it ſeem'd to occaſion 
a {troak of the Palſie; ſhe had a reſtleſſneſs 


of Spirits, which nothing but Laudanum could 
Cure. 


I have obſerved that a very long uſe of 
Bitters inflames the Blood, and makes the 
Fits violent, and neceſſitates the Patient to 
bleed. | 


] have obſerved that divers 4/thmatics 


have ſpit Blood by a long uſe of hot Pe&to- 


rals, as Sulph. Balfams, Bitter and Acrid 
Gums, or Ammoniacum, Myrrh, &c. 

Vomiting always relieves the ſtraitneſs at 
the pit of the Stomach, and produces a great 
quantity of Water. | 

After all Vomitings and Purges in Drop- 
ſies of the Breaſt, preſcribe an Opiate. 

In an Aſthma from a Polypus there are no 
windy Bladders in the Lungs, but the 
Dropſie of the Lungs depend upon a Po- 
lypus. | 

The Cortex, Bleeding and Vomiting, with 
Ipecucuanha or Wine of Squills and Oil of 
Almonds, each 5fs. are neceſlary Spring 
and Fall, in all Caſes of Aſthma's with Fe- 
vers. | 

No Aſthma depending on a Rupture of the 
Lungs can be cured, bur only palliated ; but 
all the Symptomatic Aſthma's are curable, as 
inole ariſing from Fevers, Dropſies, Quin- 
hes, Catarrhs, Convulſions, Inflammations, 


Plu- 
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Pleuriſies, cc. if the Original Diſeaſes can 
be Cured. 

The Aſthma oft ſuffocates Infants, and 
comes {uddenly upon holding their Breaths 
and crying, by which their tender Lungs 
are over-{trained and burſt, and then they 
are incurable: This was my Caſe, and ! 
have now had it forty Years, the Rupture 
in my Lungs is only on the right ſide, and I 
find no ſtraitneſs in the Fit; on any other 
| ſide, and from thence comes the viſcid Spit- 
tle at the end of my Fits, but I have no 
Cough nor Phlegm in the [ntervals of the 
Fits. And I have a farther Evidence of my 
Aſthma being a Rupture which is the black 
Spittle like a Spider's Web, which is fir{t 
expectorated after every Fit, for no Spittle 
is covered with that Black; but the firit 
Spittle upon that going off of the Fit, which 
uſually happens on the firſt Day towards 
Night, or on the ſecond Morning. This 
black Blood comes from the Rupture ; and 
that being but on one Lobe of the Lungs, 
is the Occaſion of the long continuance of 
ſuch Diſeaſes, without much decay. 

Theſe Fits will happen upon very hot, 
cold, moiſt, or foggy Weather, if the Aith- 
matic be intemperate. 

Thoſe Women who are Aſthmatic in 
cheir Breading are apt to have their Breaſts 
inexpoſthumate, the Circulation through 
them being retarded by the Aſthma· fit. 
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In a Fever very acute an Aſthma is dan- 

erous, and with a delirium an Aſthma 
join'd is very dangerous, if the Fever do 
not intermit. | 

An Orthopnes which happens in ſome 
Lethargic Fevers, with rattling of Phlegm, 
is generally fatal. An unequal intermitting 
Pulſe, cold Sweats, Fainting-fits, and ge- 
neral Weakneſs are ill ſigns in Aſth- 
ma's. | 

Few Aſthmatics dye Conſumptive, but 
the Orthopuaa, Fevers, Apoplexy, Peripneu- 
monia, Lethargy, Dropſie, Cachexy, kill them; 
Blindneſs, Deafneſs, Attrophy, Gout, Rheu- 
matiſins, Diarrhea, Hoarſeneſs, Pains of the 
Head, Gibbolity ſucceed Atthma's. 

If the Aſthmatic have a Dyſury, Looſe- 
neſs, or Ulcers, the Fit is palliated there- 
by, and when thoſe Evacuations ceaſe the 
Fits return. 

The Dropſie of the Breaſt oft ſucceeds 
a Pohpu in the Lungs, which cauſes the 
Ex:ravaſation of Serum; and this is produ- 
ced by long Grief which ſtops the Circula- 
tion. 

All Carminatives and hot Pectorals are 
miſchievous in the Fits; the thinneſt Diet 
is then moſt proper; the Acids agree with 
Men, and the Choleric beſt, but with Wo- 
men and Hypochondriac not ſo well. 
They are moſt ſubject to the Spitting 
Aſthma, who have Defluxions from the 
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Head, and the Returns of theſe Defluxions 
are the immediate Cauſes of the Fits of the 
Aſthma, notwithſtanding all Helmont has 
writ againſt it; and the Cure of this De. 
fluxion lies much in Water-drinking, as Di- 
oſcorides mentions in the Cute of Catarths 
among the Eaporiſta, and not in any Chy. 
mical Medicines whatſoever. I am well 
ſatisfied, that there is more to be found 
in Hippocrates's Writings which will prove 
beneficial to Aſthmatics, rhan any thing yet 
writ by the Chymiſts; no Medicine of 
theirs yet has cured any Aſthma which is 
habitual; that the Fits are eaſily cured by 
Acids, Opia tes, and Water-drinking , and 
cool Laxatives, and Pectorals, and Bleed- 
ing; but all Vomits in the Fits are danger- 


ous, and are never to be admitted unleſs 


the Stomach be very full of a Surfeit. 
Before I conclude this Subject I muſt con- 
firm what I have writ both by my own 
Experience and my Patients, who both can 
aſſure you that the cold Regimen is the 
only Method for preventing the Return ot 
the Aſthma- fits: The Palliation of that Mi- 
ſerable Diſeaſe is done well by the cold Re- 
gimen thus. | 
Every Morning drink a Glaſs of cold 
Water, or a Decoction of ſome cool Plant, 
as Graſs· roots, Dock. roots, Liverwort, Dan- 
delion, or any other Antiſcorbutic, or Fe- 
Roral, as Gill, Hoarhound, &“. Liquoriſh- 
Water, 
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water, or Wood-drinks in the Summer ; or 
mix ſome acid Juice, Oxymel or Syrup with 
the Water. f | | 

Drink no Tea's or Coffee's in the Morn- 
ing ordinarily, becauſe they rarifie the Hu- 
mours and Spirits too much, and diſturb 
them. 

The Infuſion muſt be made thus ; put 
one Pound of boiled Water in one Ounce 
of any of the Pectorals or Carminatives, 
or Antiſcorbutics, or Laxatives. Let them 
ſtand all Night, and drink them cool in 
the Morning: 

Eat no Bread at any time except ve 
hungry, becauſe it binds rhe Body whic 
is injurious to all Aſthmatics. 

Waſh the Head every Morning with the 
end of the Towel dipt into the Water, and 
dry it again, or elſe wet it with a Spunge. 
Before Dinner immerſe three times in a 
Cold Bath once or twice in a Week. 

At Dinner eat of two or three Diſhes 
without any Gravy, Pickles, or Herbs, or 
Roots, ſuch as Turneps, Radiſh, Cabbage, 
Coleflowers, Pompions, &c. Avoid all (tron 
Wines, Ale, and all Malt-Liquors, all vii- 


cid and windy Meats and Drinks; drink 


Toaſt and Water, Wine and Water, Cy- 
der and Water, or Mead and Water. Avoid 
all White Bread, becauſe of its Fer- 
ment; uſe only Brown, with Rye in it, or 
Barakeith, the Welſh Bread, made of Oat- 

meal, 


- 
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meal, Milk, and Water, and Butter, bakeq 


upon a black Stone. Avoid Cheeſe, and 


Milk, Meats, Puddings and Cruſts, becauſe 
of their Vicidity; and Eggs are too hot, 
as well as Oyſters, Salmon and Salt. fiſh. 

Eat no Supper, but drink in the After. 
noon Coffee, Tea, becauſe theſe help Di. 
geſtion, and warm the Stomach of all Wa- 
ter-Drinkers. A Glaſs of Wine and Wa- 
ter, and brown Bread is a good Supper, or 
any ſimple Fleſh-broth ; but all Pottages 
are fermenting, and beget the Fits. Tis 
ſcarce poſſible to do any good without de- 
ſerting Malt-Liquors, and eating mode- 
rate Dinners, and no Supper. and never 
drinking betwixt Meals. 

As to Exerciſes, it is neceſſary to walk 
half an hour before Dinner, and to coo! 
half an hour before. eating. In the Morn- 
ing when the Aſthmatic riſes let him rub 
himſelf with a Braſb on his Belly and 
Thighs and Legs and Arms. This I call a 


revulſive Friction, to draw the B!-o4 and 


Spirits towards the Limbs; and once in a 
Week let ſome Servant rub the Trunk of 
the Body and Limbs as a general Friction. 
This will help the Circulation which the 
Aſthma ſtops; this will divert the // 71 
from the Convulſions in the Precordia; this 
will help the Nutrition of the Parts cxte- 
nuated by frequent Fits ; this Friftion will 
excite the Spirits, and give a general Va- 

| city 
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city to the Aſthmatics, who are dull and 
diſpirited after the Fits; but no Friction 
muſt be uſed in the Fit, becauſe it ſhortens 
the Breath. 

As to Medicines keep the Body open up- 
on the Turns of the Moon by Oxymel 
Aloceticum, or Scylliticam, or purging Salt. 

Drink the Steel or Bath Waters in the 
Summer for Two Months, while young. 
Uſe frequently Cold-Baths then, we in the 
Winter once a Week : For any Stoppage b 
Phlegm, uſe Linſeed-Oyl in a mixture ads 
Sugar and Syrrups, or this in the Aſthma- 
hts. 

Take Diacodium two Ounces; Aqua bry- 
on Comp, Oxymel, Scylliticum, anna two Oun- 
ces, tinct croci, two Drams; Miſce capiat 
Cochleatim. 

What I have here writ upon the Aſthma 
I could confirm by many Hyſtories of my 
Patients, who have found Benefit by the 
Mechod I have mentioned: But fince I 
have ſuffered exceedingly by this Diſeaſe 
ever ſince I was ſeven Years Old, and now 
at laſt after many unſucceſsful Tryals of 
the Galeniſt Methods againſt Phlegm, and 
of the Chymical againſt Convulſions; I 
have returned to the Judicious Notions and 
Prattice of Hippocrates ; and from theſe I 
have had the greateſt Benefit my ſelf, and 
done much Good to others. 


I hope 


I hope you will pardon this long Dif. 
courſe, becauſe tis deſign'd for the Bene. 
fit of the Sick, and alſo for the giving 2 
dew Veneration to Divine Hippocartes, who 
has plainly inform'd us, that a Rupture will 
produce the Aſthma, and that the Juice of 
wild Apples is a good Medicine for it; that 
there are many ſymptomatic Aſthma's join'd 
with Fevers, Quinſies, Dropſies, &c. I have 
made the beſt uſe of this old Notion and 
Practice, and find it true by my own Expe- 
rience. If I could have procurꝰ'd the Diſſe. 
ction of ſuch Perſons as have dy'd of this 
Diſeaſe in my Neighbourhood, you ſhould 
have had that Evidence too ; but my Coun- 
try-men are averſe ro ſuch Practices, tho 
deſign'd for their owr good. But I muſt 
leave this Part of this Subject to the young 
Practicers in London, to look for the Air- 
Bladders in Aſthmatics, before they become 
Conſumptive and Hydropical. Now I have 
found ſome Relief, I ſhall trouble my ſelf no 
farther with this Subject. 

I will only beg you will exa mine what Dr. 
Ria has writ p. 153. concerning my Opini- 
on, I publiſh'd in my Treatiſe of the A ſth- 
ma, concerning Reſpiration in the Epiſtle to 
the Reader, who has thus miſtaken my No- 
tions, Per integrum Inſpirationes, anius pt 
tium per pulmones Circulationem-tntermittt 40. 
ſerat. I only aſſerted, that a full Inſpirati- 


on hinders a free admittance of the mow, 
an 
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and ſo does a full Expiration, and that the 
Circulation thro the Lungs is more eaſily 
perform'd, unleſs they are in their Motion 
of Inſpiration and Expiration ſtopt, which is 
no ways reconcilable to the DoQtor's Re- 
marks; and this Aſſertion is clearly proved 
by the Experiments mention'd in the Ana- 
tomy of the Tortoiſe by the Academy of 
Paris, where they aſſert the Neceſſity of the 
Motion of the Lungs to help the Circulati- 
on of the Blood in Animals, whoſe Lungs 
are fleſhy, and which are not amphibious. 
I will mention one of them. An InjeQtion 
being made by the right Ventricle of the 
Heart into the Arteries of the Lungs of a 
dead Dog, it happens that if one make the 
Lungs rife and ſink by the means of Bellows, 
put into the Aſperc Arteria, the Liquor in- 
jetted by the Heat does eaſily go thro? the 
Veins into the left Ventricle, and that when 
one ceaſes to blow it paſſes not, but with 
great difficulty. This Experiment juſtifies all 
chere aſſerted, which I muſt leave to your 
judgment, as I do all the Parts of this Eſſay, 
which contains my Regimen 1n the Aſthma, 
whereby I can palliate it, and this I give as 
an Example of the Cold Regimen; and it 
may be a clear Conviction how many Uſeful 
Obſervations, Notions, and ſucceſsful Pra- 
ctices may be found in the old Writers, and 
that oughr to excite all our Modern Pens to 
clear the Ancient Art of Phyſick from the 
© of | Inju- 
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Injury of Hypothefes drawn from the gene- 
ral Notions of Philoſophy, whether A7 iſto. 


relians, Carteſian, Mechanical, or Chymiſir,, 


All falſe Notions alter the Practice of Phy. 
ſick ; therefore we muſt be very cautious in 
admitting Romantick, inſenſible or imagina- 
ry Notions, but rather depend on ſome ſen- 
ible Alteration both in the ſolid and fluid 
Parts of Animals, as the chief Cauſe of the 
Diſeaſe (if all the other Symptoms can be 
derived from it). This was Hippocrates's Pra- 
ctice, and the Rule ought to be followed by 
the preſent Improves of our Faculty, who 
ſeems too much addicted to curious Hypo- 
theſes; and when we have read them there 
is very little new relating to Practice, unleſs 
ſome Extravagance which the precarious 
Hy potheſis has introduc'd. Thus Helmonts 
Notion of Archeus ſerves to explain the Aith- 
ma, and all Convulſions. Dr. Willis, copula 
exploſivo, and the Chy miſt's Tartar, has miſ- 
led them in Practice, and occaſion'd all 
other Antiaſthmatics to be neglected but 
ſuch hot Medicines as correſponded with 
their immaginary Notion. So of old the 
Galeniſts uſed only Pectorals againſt the 
Aſthma's, which they believed to depend on 
viſcid Phlegm. *Tis an unpardonable Vani- 
ty to invent new Notions, when the old 


want only ſome farther Explication by the 


late Diſcoveries in Anatomy and Philoſophy 


All the ingenious Men came to the seu of 
Pb. 
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phyſick with their Fancies full of Mechanic 
or Chymical Notions ; with theſe they mea · 
ſure all their Phyſical Notions, and where 
they diſagree to thoſe Principles, the old 
Phyſick is rejected; but I think this is not 
the natural way, for Phyſick ought to be 
improved the ſame way as it was invented, 
by Experience and long Obſervation and fre- 

uent Experiments ; and then from theſe 
ome obvious Notion of the Diſeaſe muſt be 
made. *Tis not poſſible, nor neceſſary, that 
we ſhould go farther, becauſe we can ne- 
ver diſcover the exact Mechaniſm of the ſo- 
lid Parts, nor the Motions, Changes, and 
Agitations of the Fluids by out Senſes, tho? 
very much aſſiſted by the Microſcope. What 
is diſcourſed on, beſides the Objects of Senſe 
is no more than probable Conjecture, and is 
of no Uſe for curing Diſeaſes. I believe moſt 
Phyſicians who wtite after their 5oth Year, 
ncither write nor read much of the great 
Hypotheſes, when they come to that Age 
they grow weary of general Notions, and 
value only uſeful Things, which are real 
Hiſtory of Nature, as well as uſeful to the 
preſerving the Health, or palliating the in- 
curable Miſeries of Mankind. Theſe great 
Ends I have aim'd at in this Eſſay, by inqui- 
ring more fully into the Nature of the Aſth- 
ma, and by giviag ſome uſeful Hints to all 
Practiſers, Who are perplexed. by variety of 
Opinions, and falſe Notions, which have miſ-

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led them into hot Medicines, and the bot 
Regimen. "4 1 | 
I muſt leave all I have writ to your ma.
